IT is salutary for any mortal engaged in a long term enterprise to stop now 
and again to ask himself what he believes he is doing, and whether he is really 
doing it. The appearance of the hundredth essay in the Writers and Their Work 
series would seem an apt occasion for at least the General Editor, that harm- 
less drudge, to put these questions to himself. Not that he acts altogether 
alone, being aided and abetted, cushioned, and occasionally reproved by the 
Publications Committee, yet the action rests with him. Happily he is also 
guided, as to the main direction and scope of the series, by a voluntary 
Advisory Panel, of which the Chairman is Mr. John Lehmann (poet and 
publisher), and which includes among its members Dr. Edwin Muir (poet 
and translator), Mr. Cecil Day Lewis (poet and critic), Sir Charles Snow 
(novelist), who represents science as well as literature, Dr. Wyn Griffith 
(Chairman of the National Book League), Mr. Alan Pryce-Jones (Editor of 
the Times Literary Supplement), and his predecessor, Mr. T. O. Beachcroft 
(novelist and short story writer), who edited the first fifty-five numbers. Not 
only does their knowledge eke out his imperfections, but they are so fertile 
in suggestion that he often issues from their meeting feeling as though he 
were a splinter of wood involved in a whirlpool. So he may well ask himself 
what he imagines he is doing. And a good way to do this is to take the 
readers of British Book News into his confidence, speaking in the first person. 

Well then, what is my job? What are these pamphlets for? Primarily, 
I suppose, their object is utilitarian, to help those studying English Literature 
in universities or schools, especially those abroad, from China to Peru. For 
my part I conceive of them as being also for those who simply enjoy reading,

and are interested in literature. They are no mere dry-as-dust academic direc- 
tives, though the intrepid scholar will find a solid basis in the bibliographies, 
selective as these necessarily are, except for very modern authors. But what- 
ever groups of people may read these essays, my chief intent is to get all of 
them to share the delight which I myself derive from reading. This delight, 
it goes without saying, is enormously various; it exists on all sorts of levels, 
from deep religious apprehension to sheer fun, from philosophic cogitation 
to the thrill of vicarious adventure, from the releasing of the poetic imagina- 
tion, to the stark realisation of actuality. It is a large word. There is delight 
in Milton’s Paradise Lost, there is another delight in Sterne’s Tristram Shandy. 
So these essays are not so much instances of scholarly assessment, though that 
is implicit, as Introductions. 

They are, in fact, using the word without derogation, essays in popularisa- 
tion, as a great deal of our critical literature has always been. They are 
criticism in the old humane sense, framed, not primarily to analyse, but to 
break down barriers, and, in Dryden’s phrase, to reveal those beauties that 
should delight the reasonable reader. These essays are normally written by 
scholars of standing, though sometimes a younger enthusiast, filled with the 
warm ardour of discovery, is invited to contribute; but in either case the 
purpose of the writer is to lure the reader to explore for himself an author 
whom he loves. Thus in nearly all of them there is generous quotation, so as 
to give the reader a taste of what he may expect if, with the help of the 
bibliographies, he is incited to pursue his investigations. 

Now you will ask: On what basis do you choose writers as subjects for 
essays? And in what order? Well, here there reigns what may, to the casual 
peruser of the lists, appear a certain confusion. The ultimate ideal, naturally, 
would be to cover the whole ground, with an equal sprinkling of authors at 
various levels. But at the beginning it was thought best not only to pick out 
the Himalayan peaks of the past, but also to give a view of what is going on 
at the present day, what developments are likely to be fruitful, and who the 
interesting figures are. Indeed in the earlier years the emphasis was on the 
moderns, since it is the living thought that stimulates curiosity. T. S. ELIOT 
was an early number, and CHAUCER came considerably later. But notable 
contemporaries are becoming scarce, and though to-day is not neglected, the 
work is being extended back in time. Now and again minor authors are 
included, such as ISAAC WALTON and HORACE WALPOLE, who, 
though not in themselves of the first stature, are part of an essential thread 
which runs through our literature, giving it colour and idiosyncratic variety. 
They are at least considerable ‘literary figures’, with an influence on later 
generations, and who, since they are a pleasure to read, are still read. 


The scheme being more or less defined, my own problem is what writer 
to include next. In making the choice there can be no such thing as a class- 
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list in order of merit, over which, the few very great ones apart, there can be 
no universal agreement. Sometimes, as is healthy, there is divergence of 
opinion. This is particularly true of contemporary authors, especially among 
the recognised critics. One group of pundits may heartily welcome the 
inclusion of Mr. X, while another will deplore it. And here, admittedly, my 
own predilections help to weight the scale, however much I may try to be 
the open-armed welcomer of any point of view. I also freely admit that I 
sometimes choose an author, not because he figures largely in academic dis- 
cussion, but because he seems unduly neglected in the universities, which 
are subject to fluctuating fashions just as much as any less committed public. 


At any rate, even if it were possible to envisage a complete and perfect 
scheme, it would be impossible to carry it out. After all, the demands of 
readers at any given time must be considered. Sometimes it appears more 
reasonable, in view of requests, to cover a corner of the field fairly thoroughly 
before adventuring into other areas; matters which seem likely to be of 
interest in the next year or two—thanks perhaps to a centenary, such as 
Macaulay’s next year, for which it is hoped to provide an essay—are given 
preference. Or it is noticed that one branch of writing, maybe the philo- 
sophic or the dramatic, is not getting its due proportion of attention. And 
then, when a decision is made, the right person for the job has to be found. 
Any particular author may have to wait for treatment, for the essayist has 
to be not only well versed in or enthusiastic over his author (preferably both), 
but he must first have the time to give to his task—and also be able to write 
this kind of essay. 

For this is rather a formidable job. The author is writing for a highly 
intelligent, educated, and even widely cultivated public. That should offer 
him no difficulty: it is, rather, a challenge. But how much can he assume that 
his readers will know? To most of them this is a foreign literature. Names 
which are household words in England are necessarily strange to them in the 
first instance. And so is the whole background which the Englishman is, so 
to speak, born knowing, if only as a vague atmosphere. Is it possible, for 
instance, to refer to Bishop Wilberforce or Benjamin Jowett, to ‘Greats’ or 
‘the Union’, to the Five Members, the 15, or the Peterloo Massacre, with 
any hope that the reference will be instantly appreciated? And how much 
can the reader whose native tongue is not English be expected to relish 
quotations in dialect: Thus, apart from the basic difficulty of handling a mass 
of material in a short space, the writer has all the time to be imaginatively 
conscious of his audience, far more so than if he were writing for home 
consumption. Sometimes the essayist abandons the task in despair; his contri- 
bution is often long delayed. Agreements, therefore, sometimes lapse, and 
the whole process has to be gone over again. How can order be preserved? 


Again, what is ‘a writer’: Do we mean only the ‘creative’ writers, poets, 
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dramatists, novelists, or is the word to include, for our purposes, historians, 
philosophers, scientists: For me, such people come into the picture only in 
so far as they are in a high degree masters of the language, gifted with literary 
qualities, humanely imaginative. It is not facts, or even ideas, that matter, 
so much as their implications for living here and now. The business of 
literature is to help us to live, not merely to know, or to think abstractedly. 
Thus among historians I hope some day to include Clarendon, but not 
Strype; among philosophers, Hobbes, who at least translated Homer and 
entered into discussions of literary criticism; Locke, who influenced writers 
so much; Berkeley, that superb artist in prose, and probably Hume, if only 
for his essay on “The Sublime’. But not Mackenzie or Dugald Stewart. 
Among scientists, T. H. Huxley, but not Newton, greatest of all our scientists 
though he was, and for years supplying themes to poets. He wrote little 
memorable English. 

I have referred to minor authors, whose names for one reason or another 
are cherished by various readers. To know about English literature, you have 
to have at least a nodding acquaintance with them. But there is a still more 
minor class, writers to whom a whole essay cannot be spared, and whose 
interests were not primarily literary, though some could write superbly. 
They, too, are part of the fabric of our literature, nourishing the imaginations 
of greater writers. So some essays are to be devoted to more than one writer, 
and the experiment has begun with ENGLISH TRAVELLERS IN THE 
NEAR EAST. There will be one on sea-voyagers, one on the ballad; our 
century is distinguished by one on WAR POETS 1914-1918, by Edmund 
Blunden, himself one of the most notable of those poets, and a gallant 
soldier. If the scheme is greeted with approval, there will be diarists, letter 
writers, autobiographers. 

To answer the second question briefly: Is the proposed job being done? 
One can only say that these pamphlets are being widely read, and are 
becoming more so, not only abroad, but also at home, where they have 
been very favourably noticed, and found useful. There are horrid gaps. 
Where are Ben Jonson, Bacon, George Herbert, Thomson, Cowper, Hazlitt, 
Thackeray, Meredith? I am continually being asked. I know, I know . . . 
and I could add at least twenty more, not to mention the moderns. Some 
are already arranged for. The last Monday in every month—the day on 
which these essays appear—will in due course, I hope, bring forth a full and 
satisfactory quota. It is an inspiring job.

GENERAL WORKS 


CHAMBERS’S ENCYCLOPAEDIA WORLD SURVEY, 19538. 
Newnes, 63s. 1958. 27 cm. 336 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
This is a classified survey, divided into two main sections. The first, International and 
General Subjects, includes politics and economics (the international scene, trade 
and organisations, and the world’s armaments); the life of the churches; literature and 
the arts; academic studies; the sciences; trade and industry; the social sciences; and 
sports and games. The second section gives details of the past year’s events in separate 
countries and areas of the world, emphasising the most important items in each area 
during 1957. A month by month calendar for 1957, a sub-section of international 
biographies and obituaries, and World Statistical Tables are included. (oor) 


PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


THIS IS MY PHILOSOPHY. Twenty of the world’s outstanding 
philosophers reveal the deepest meanings they have found in life. Edited by Whit 
Burnett. Allen & Unwin, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 400 pages. 

Five of the authors selected are American, four British, and four French, though the 

editor seems in doubt as to where to place Albert Schweitzer. Psychologists and 

sociologists as well as academic thinkers are represented. The extracts are sufficiently 
long to enable the reader to form an opinion upon the profundity of the thought 
expressed and the book as a whole is an interesting summary of the contemporary 
outlook. A remarkable feature is the general agreement on fundamentals expressed 

by thinkers as different as Maritain and J. B. S. Haldane. The editor contributes a 

preface and an introduction to each excerpt: his style is a trifle jaunty but at the same 

time full of earnestness. (104) 


FOUR MODERN GHOSTS. Eric J. Dingwall and Trevor H. Hall. 
Duckworth, 15s. 1958. 22 cm. 112 pages. Illustrations. 

Few books on psychical research have set out, as this one does, to train students to 
test and evaluate the evidence offered in alleged cases of psychical phenomena. Four 
modern case histories supply examples. “The Runcorn Poltergeist’ and “The Ousedale 
Haunt’ are concerned with strange sounds and the hurling about of objects by 
agencies unknown; “The Yorkshire Museum Ghost’ is about the mysterious removal 
of a book from a shelf in a library and an apparition; and ‘Harry Price and Rosalie’ 
is about an alleged manifestation in a seance. There are some interesting suggestions 
concerning earthquakes, subsidences of the ground and effect of underground water- 
courses as possible causes of uncanny shocks and noises. (133-1) 
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THE PSYCHIC SENSE. Phoebe D. Payne and L. J. Bendit. 2nd edition, 
revised. Faber, 16s. 1958. 21 cm. 228 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Dr. Bendit is a psychiatrist of the Jungian school, Miss Payne is a clairvoyant, and 
the main thesis of their book is that good or bad health, besides being subject to factors 
either physical or psychological or toh, is also subject to ‘psychic’ factors which are 
in no way imaginary but just as ‘real’ as the physical. There is a detailed description 
of the mechanism by which the physical and ‘psychic’ bodies are related. Granted 
the existence of a ‘psychic world’ of which some people are more acutely aware than 
others, it sounds feasible. It is hard to evaluate a book like this, except to say that it 
is intelligently written and promotes speculation. (133-8) 


FUNCTION FLUCTUATION. Charles C. Andersov. Cambridge University 
Press, 218. 1958. 24°5 cm. 112 pages. Bibliography. Index. Paper covers. (The 
British Journal of Psychology Monograph Supplements) 

Summarising a doctoral thesis, this monograph surveys previous work and reports 

new experimental studies of the variation in a person’s performance on successive 

occasions at tests intended to measure the same function. Dr. Anderson aimed at 
assessing the extent of the variation attributable not to ‘test error’ but to fluctuations 
in the quality or ability measured. He concludes that, although it affects congenitive 
tests less than personality measures, it occurs sufficiently in tests of intelligence and 
scholastic acquirements to have some slight effect on selection for secondary 
education. The monograph is a workmanlike technical study, of interest mainly in 
psychometrics. (151-2) 


THE SPRINGS OF ADVENTURE. Wilfred Noyce. Murray, 18s. 
1958. 22 cm. 252 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Mr. Noyce, himself a poet, a brilliant rock-climber and a member of the historic 
1953 Everest expedition, examines here the motives which impel men to embark on 
adventure. He defines his subject with care as physical adventure by land, sea or air, 
involving a novel enterprise voluntarily undertaken for its own sake. His survey 
covers a very wide range of modern endeavour, including explorers, mountaineers, 
potholers and test-pilots. The complexity and variety of motive which he uncovers 
are interesting in themselves, but so much documentation ends by producing a 
scrappy effect and one could wish the author had confided more of his personal 
experience. (158) 


MATTER, MIND AND MAN. Edmund W. Sinnott. Allen & Unwin, 18s. 
1958. 22 cm. 196 pages. (World Perspectives) 
The former Director of the Sheffield Scientific School of Yale University propounds 
a view of ‘man and his relation to life and the universe’ securely founded in science 
but dispensing with the mechanistic concepts so widely assumed in contemporary 
biological and psychological explanation. At the same time he avoids the errors 
arising from a conventional vitalist interpretation. Mr. Sinnott’s approach yields 
many unusual insights into the topics necessarily subsumed by his title and this 
combines with his clarity of style to make the book useful not only to theologians 
and philosophers but also to the reflective general reader. (191) 


JOHANNES CLIMACUS OR, DE OMNIBUS DUBITANDUM 
and A SERMON. Kierkegaard. Translated from the Danish, with an Assessment 
by T. H. Croxall. Black, 16s. 1958. 22 cm. 196 pages. Bibliography. (A Library of 
Modern Religious Thought) 


A translation of an important early essay in which Kierkegaard sets out those ideas 
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about existence which are fundamental to his mature thought by means of an 
investigation into the nature of doubt as the basic method of philosophy. The 
‘Sermon’ discusses the same theme in a religious context. Both texts are preceded by 
a detailed critical assessment of Kierkegaard, putting him in his intellectual setting 
and discussing in particular the effectiveness of his attack on the philosophy and 
cosmology of Hegel. This edition makes an admirable introduction to Kierkegaard 
for students of philosophical theology. (198)

PROPHETIC FAITH IN ISAIAH. Sheldon H. Blank. Black, 18s. 1958. 
21 cm. 254 pages. Indexes. 
This is a study of the various prophets whose writings are incorporated in the Book 
of Isaiah. Professor Blank of Hebrew Union College, Jewish Institute of Religion, 
Cincinnati, accepts the composite character of the book, making, for example, a 
distinction in the first section between the historical Isaiah and the Isaiah of legend. 
The message of the different writers is outlined, major themes in each being chosen 
for investigation and comparison with the ideas found in other prophetical writings. 
Many biblical passages are given a scarching commentary in which the work of 
earlier scholars is utilised. This may be recommended as a thoughtful guide, useful 
to both preacher and layman. (224-1) 


MORE NEW TESTAMENT WORDS. William Barclay. $.C.M. Press, 
10s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 160 pages. 

The reception of the author’s previous volume, A New Testament Wordbook, was 
such as to encourage the publication of a further selection of expositions of some of 
the great words of the New Testament. Here we have an admirable explanation— 
lucid, concise, relevant—of such words as agape, eternity, hope, contempt, winsome- 
ness, logos, paraclete, compassion. Dr. Barclay manages to communicate his en- 
thusiasm for words and their significance for theological thought to the reader and 
while the treatment is scholarly, he has constantly in mind the non-specialist student 
who, incidentally, will learn much from these pages about the Greek language.

THE REASONABLENESS OF CHRISTIANITY with a Discourse of 
Miracles and part of A Third Letter Concerning Toleration. John Locke. Edited, 
abridged and introduced by I. T. Ramsey.

The “‘Reasonableness’ and the ‘Discourse’ amplify the discussion of the relationship 

between faith and reason which Locke undertook in An Essay concerning Human 

Understanding (Book IV). The excerpts from the “Third Letter’ treat with the question 

of the status of miracles. In all these writings Locke maintains a view of the Christian 

religion which is essentially empirical but retains the distinctive characteristics of the 
faith without lapsing into deism. This edition, which is designed for students, is by 
the Professor of the Philosophy of the Christian Religion in the University of 

Oxford, who contributes an excellent introduction to each of the three texts, which 

are abridged where necessary. (230) 


TEMPORAL AND ETERNAL. Charles Péguy. Translated from the French 
by Alexander Dru. Harvill Press, 16s. 1958. 22 cm. 160 pages. 


Péguy, who was killed early in the First World War at 41, is one of those writers 
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who cuts across the established loyalties of their country. Nationalist and Socialist, 
defender of the Church and Dreyfusard, he constantly strove to reconcile his faith 
in Catholic Christianity and French republican institutions. This volume contains 
two major essays, both abridged, “Notre Jeunesse’ and ‘Clio I’. In both Péguy 
develops his analysis of the French religious and revolutionary traditions, in terms of 
his well-known categories of mystique and politique, faith and the pursuit of power. 
The translator expertly introduces the context of Péguy’s ideas in his preface.

The Wyvern series comprises volumes which have gained a wide circulation and are 

still in demand. In He is Able, W. E. Sangster describes in vivid and homely language 

with some striking illustrations the power of Christianity to deal with sorrow, 
temptation, fear, loneliness, jealousy and other moral and spiritual problems. Dr. 

Weatherhead is also concerned with personal problems and considers the service 

which a sane and balanced psychology can offer towards the integration of personality. 

Auto-suggestion, fatigue, confession, unconscious motives, fear and funk are among 

the themes discussed with the author’s customary lucidity and sympathetic insight. 

Mr. Macphail’s volume can be recommended to those who are eager to have a clear 

statement of the main tenets of the Christian religion. It is especially suited to the 

needs of the non-specialist. The Doctor illustrates Christianity in action. John Stansfeld 
was the first warden of the Oxford medical mission in Bermondsey and a pioneer in 
the movement which led to the establishment of boys’ clubs in different parts of the 
country. His influence upon such men as William Temple, ‘Tubby’ Clayton and 
others was such as to fill them with a passion for social service which had far-reaching 
consequences. The life and achievements of this remarkable man are here described 
with impressive simplicity and dramatic effect.

THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF A SAINT. Thérése of Lisieux. The 
complete and authorised text of L’Histoire d’une Ame newly translated by Ronald 
Knox. Harvill Press, 21s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 320 pages. Illustrations. 

The Story of a Soul was first published in 1898. Before she died Thérése entrusted the 

work of editing her manuscript to her Carmelite sister, Mother Agnes, who took 

great liberties with the text intended for publication. In fact, she really rewrote it, 
making seven thousand corrections and omitting a quarter of the manuscript. Atter 
her death in 1951 the restoration and publication of the original text was undertaken 
at the wish of the Carmel of Lisieux and on instructions from the Pope. This book is 

a translation made by the late Monsignor Ronald Knox from facsimiles of Thérése’s 

notebooks. The substance of the Saint’s teaching remains the same, but the interested 

reader will welcome the opportunity now provided of studying what she actually 

wrote. (248) 


THE COUNTRY CLERGY in Elizabethan and Stuart Times 1558-1660. 
A. Tindal Hart. Phoenix House, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 180 pages. Illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Dr. Tindal Hart, himself a country rector, has produced a well-documented and 
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lively account of the country clergy during the period 1558-1660 which covers the 
Elizabethan Settlement, the growth of dissent, the Laudian reaction and the rise and 
decline of Puritanism. Within the setting of these revolutionary ecclesiastical, political 
and social changes, the life of the parochial clergy—since the modern distinction 
between town and country clergy was hardly applicable—is admirably portrayed, 
and the records of dilapidated churches, theological and ritualistic feuds between 
high and low Churchmen and the economic embarrassments of the clergy have 
obvious contemporary parallels. (253) 


A HUNDRED HOMELESS YEARS. English Dominicans 1558-1658. 
Godfrey Anstruther, O.P. Blackfriars Publications, 22s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 286 pages. 
References. Index. 

On the eve of the Reformation there were fifty-three Dominican houses in England 

and one convent of nuns. Then came the destruction of the monasteries, the scattering 

of the religious, and dark days of persecution, and it was a hundred years before the 

Province was once more re-established. Father Anstruther here gives an account of 

what is now known about the sometimes unedifying lives of the English Dominicans 

who, for the first century after the Reformation, were, in his own words ‘wanderers 

on the face of the earth, without home, organisation or records’. (271-2)

Bishop Stephen Neill has packed into this volume an unusual amount of information, 
and his erudition is well matched by his striking powers of popular exposition. He 
attempts to answer four questions: (1) What is the world-wide body called the 
Anglican Communion? (2) How did it become what it is? (3) What does it stand for 
among other world communions? (4) What is it that makes it work today: The 
author's treatment of the urgent a which confront the Church of England 
as it seeks to preserve its unity and comprehensiveness in the contemporary situation 


should be pondered by clergy and laity alike. (283) 


ESSAYS IN ANGLICAN SELF-CRITICISM. Edited by David M. 
Paton. S.C.M. Press, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 238 pages. Indexes. 
The contributors are mainly Anglicans and they write not as a group but as 
individuals, in some cases unknown to one another but all sharing a common concern. 
They desire to draw attention to central issues affecting the future of the Anglican 
Communion and to approach their task in a self-critical, constructive and catholic 
spirit. Since Anglican affairs are of absorbing interest to other communions a few 
non-Anglican contributions have been included. The subjects discussed embrace such 
themes as integrity in apologetics, the missionary culture, Christian conversation with 
non-Christians, the Prayer Book, the Establishment, and Church unity. While the 
essays are not all of equal competence, each deserves careful study. (283-04) 


RELIGIONS. A Preliminary Historical and Theological Survey. D. W. 
Gundry. Macmillan, 16s. 1958. 22 cm. 202 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

In this scholarly and lucid introductory investigation, the author examines the 

significance of the main conceptions underlying the beliefs and practices of ancient 

and modern religions. He discusses the origins of religion, the religious quest of the 

ancient world, the monistic religions (Taoism, Confucianism, Hinduism and 

Buddhism) and the monotheistic religions (Judaism, Zoroastrianism, Islam and 
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Christianity). While recognising similarities between these different faiths, he is not 
blind to fundamental differences and in a final chapter he has important observations 
to make on religion as decision based upon his study of the great religions of mankind.

undertaken a complete translation of the writings of Laotse, together with the works 

of the great poet of Taoism, Chuangtse. The volume on Confucius, which presented 
greater difficulties owing to the elliptical style of the original, is a major achievement 
of elucidation. Both volumes are preceded by long introductions and contain historical 
notes and a guide to the pronunciation of Chinese names. Perhaps for the first time 
the basic thought of these remarkable men has been made fully intelligible to 
Western readers.

SOCIALISM AND THE MIDDLE CLASSES. Andrew Grant. 
Lawrence & Wishart, 15s. 1958. 19 cm. 172 pages. Index. 
Mr. Grant, who writes from the socialist viewpoint, considers that, as a result of 
increases in industrial wages in Great Britain during recent years and a comparative 
decline in the remuneration and independence of many professional and other 
‘white-collared’ workers, any line of demarcation between the middle and working 
classes has become difficult to draw. He gives his reasons for claiming that people 
skilled in science, medicine or teaching, as well as clerks, shop assistants and other 
employees, could not only contribute to the welfare of a socialist society but would 
also have much to gain from it. (301-44) 


THE EXILED AND THE REDEEMED. The Strange Jewish ‘Tribes’ of 
the Orient. Itzhak Ben-Zvi. Translated from the Hebrew by Isaac A. Abbady. 
Valentine, Mitchell, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 348 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

Although the main stream of Jewish history flows along with that of the west, with 

the rise of Zionism and its policy of ‘ingathering of the exiles’ there has been an 

increasing interest in the Eastern periphery of Judaism. This book, by the President 
of Israel, is a tantalising and popular account of schismatic groups, forgotten 
kingdoms, and secret sects. The influence of the Sabbataeans of Salonica on modern 

Turkish nationalism, and the awakening consciousness of the Falashas of Ethiopia 

show that, though historical curiosities, these groups are no historical curios. One 

could wish that the President had had time to unravel the extraordinary and tortuous 

theology of the Sabbataeans as well as their tortuous history. (301-45)

THE PALL MALL QUARTERLY. Vol. 1, No. 1, Spring 1958. Pall

This new journal is the successor to World Liberalism. Its aim is to provide a common 

forum of discussion between Liberals and others in the hope of winning support for 

Liberal principles throughout the world. This first number is a good beginning: it 

includes, among others, articles on the political scene in Canada, the United States, 
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New Zealand, Ceylon and Northern Rhodesia, one by Lester Pearson on “The 

Four Faces of Peace’ and one by Salvador de Madariaga on “A Capital for Europe’. 

Ample space is given to reviews of recently published works of political interest.

THE EVOLUTION OF POLITICAL THOUGHT. C. Northcote

There have been many textbooks on this subject, but the author of Parkinson’s Law 

and other Studies in Administration has not copied their method. Instead of the hackneyed 

approach, resulting in brief summaries of the classics of political literature he has, 
chosen to adopt the Aristotelian classification of government into monarchy, 
oligarchy, democracy, and dictatorship, surveying the evolution of each, and 
criticising the ideas of political theorists in relation to each. His concluding chapter, 
with its plea for a scientific approach to the study of politics, is thoughtful and 
provocative.

BRITISH AND FOREIGN STATE PAPERS with which is incorporated 
Hertslet’s Commercial Treaties. 1949 Part III Vol. 155. Compiled and edited in 
the Librarian’s Department of the Foreign Office. H.M Stationery Office, 189s.

This volume completes the state papers for the year 1949. Its value lies particularly 

in the inclusion of the texts of a large number of treaties and agreements between 

foreign powers and also of the texts of thirteen documents relating to foreign

INDIA IN WORLD AFFAIRS, February 1950-December 1953. A Review 
of India’s Foreign Relations. K. P. Karunakaran. Issued under the auspices of 
the Indian Council of World Affairs. Oxford University Press, 27s.6d. 1958. 22 cm.

The first volume in this series covered the period from Independence Day in August 

1947 to Republic Day in January 1950. This second volume is by the same author 

and maintains the same high standard of lucidity and presentation. The part played 

by India in the peace efforts to end the Korean war is one of the topics dealt with in 

some detail. Attention is also paid to relations with Pakistan and Nepal. _ (327-54) 


AUSTRALIA’S OUTLOOK ON ASIA. Werner Levi. Angus & Robertson 
(Sydney, Australia), 27s.6d. 1958. 22°5 cm. 254 pages. Map. References. Sources. 
Index. 

The author, Professor of Political Science in the University of Minnesota, has traced 

Australian attitudes and policies toward the peoples of East, South-east and South 

Asia. He begins with an analysis of the state of mind with which the early colonists 

viewed Asian affairs and concludes with an appreciation of the part Australia has 

taken in achieving collective security in the Pacific. The limiting factors of geography, 
technology, Asian nationalism, Australian underpopulation and the use of Commun- 
ism have been stressed in assessing the formation of Australian opinion and foreign 
policy. Careful documentation increases the value of this work. (327°94) 


ANONYMOUS EMPIRE. A Study of the Lobby in Great Britain. S. E. 
Finer. Pall Mall Press, 12s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 160 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Professor Finer, Professor of Political Institutions in the University College of North 
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Staffordshire and author of The Life and Times of Sir Edwin Chadwick and other works, 
addresses this book to the general public, but it should not be overlooked by the 
student of government. It gives an insight into the methods by which interested 
outside organisations (the “Lobby’) can influence the policy of public bodies, such as 
Parliament or the Ministries, resulting, perhaps, in the amendment of Bills at the 
second reading. Useful tables are given to show the ‘representation’ of various 
occupations and organisations in the House of Commons. (328-42) 


THE HOUSE OF LORDS IN THE AGE OF REFORM 1784-1837. 
With an Epilogue on Aristocracy and the advent of Democracy 1837-1867. 
A. S. Turberville. Faber, 50s. 1958. 22-5 cm. $20 pages. References. Index. 

The too early death of Professor Turberville of Leeds University cut short the plans 

he had made for an elaborate study of the evolution of the House of Lords. Two 

volumes appeared in his lifetime. In these he dealt with the Second Chamber under 

William Ill, and in the 18th century. He left incomplete a study for the 19th century 

and Mr. R. J. White, of Downing College, Cambridge, undertook the editing of 

this manuscript. He has done his work with a modest self-cffacement which leaves 
the reader free to enjoy the author’s admirable narrative. The book is an impressive 
conclusion to Professor Turberville’s earlier work, and provides a vivid survey, not 
only of the development of the Second Chamber, but also of the general political 
history of England from the days of the Younger Pitt to those of Gladstone and 
Disraeli. It will be very acceptable to students and to the general reader. (328-42) 


THE ADVENT OF THE LABOUR PARTY. Philip P. Poirier. Allen & 
Unwin, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 288 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
This is a more detailed study than has previously been available of the history of the 
British Labour Party from 1900 to 1906, the period in which the trade union 
agitations of the late 19th century onwards culminated in a labour movement of a 
definitely political form. The author, who is a distinguished member of the staff 
of the Ohio State University, has spared no trouble to provide an accurate account 
of the inner workings of the Labour Representation Committee, the Fabian Society 
and other interested bodies, and has made good use of correspondence and diaries 
still unpublished. (329-942)

THE QUEST FOR WEALTH. A Study of Acquisitive Man. Robert L. 
Heilbroner. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 288 pages. Bibliography. 
Index. 
The author of The Great Economists now presents a fascinating study of wealthy men 
from early times to the present day, showing the almost incredible means by which 
some of them, with undisguised glee, obtained their riches. The many characters 
who appear range from Marcus Licinus Crassus (who bargained for the use of his 
fire brigade while Roman fires were raging) to Jakob Fugger, Richard Arkwright 
and Leland Stanford. The Dutch tulipomania, the ‘bubbles’ of the Mississippi and 
South Sea Companies and exploits of American millionaires are among the topics 
treated in the book, for information or for pure enjoyment. (330) 


THE MEASUREMENT OF UTILITY. Tapas Majumdar. Macmillan, 
138.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 164 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. 

Dr. Majumdar wrote the essays on which this book is based at the London School of ° 

Economics during 1955-1957 while on leave from his teaching appointment at the 
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Presidency College, Calcutta. He deals with a subject on which there is considerable 
controversy among economists, to whom he jas rendered a great service by this 
clear review of the irreconcilable opinions on utility economics held by Marshall, 
Hicks, Von Neumann and others. His own reasoned conclusions receive high com- 
mendation from Professor Lionel Robbins, who regards the book as a significant 
contribution to the pure theory of value. (330-15) 


JAPAN’S ECONOMIC RECOVERY. G. C. Allen. Oxford University 
Press for the Royal Institute of International Affairs, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 228 pages.

As a result of the wartime destruction the whole of Japan’s economic life had to 

begin afresh after 1945. Professor Allen, Professor of Political Economy in the 

University of London and author of British Industries and their Organisation, A Short 

Economic History of Modern Japan, and other works, shows with statistical evidence 

what progress has been made in the reconstruction of the monetary and banking 

systems, agriculture and industry (particularly the textile, engineering and iron and 
steel industries), and describes the new conditions in industrial relations and foreign 
trade. He has lived in Japan, and is an acknowledged expert on Japanese affairs.

In this pioncer study the author gives a critical survey of the pattern of investment in 

India in recent years, with particular reference to the state of economic development. 

He investigates, against the general background, the levels and types of investment in 

the country’s agriculture, industry and housing, and discusses how far the investment 

patterns under the first and second five year plans have been well advised. Dr. 

Rangnekar, author of Congress-Communist Tangle and Agricultural Finance in India 

and a former lecturer in economics at Bombay University, is Research Editor of the 

Associated Newspapers of Ceylon.

CHILE. Economic and Commercial Conditions in Chile, October, 1957. 
J. H. Wright. H. M. Stationery Office for the Board of Trade, Commercial Relations 
and Exports Department, 7s.

The author, who is First Secretary (Commercial) at Her Majesty’s Embassy, Santiago, 

describes, with statistical tables, the state of the country’s finance, trade, mining, 

industry, agriculture, fisheries, communications, labour and social conditions as in 

October, 1957. This information is supplemented by twenty-three appendices 

showing, for instance, the state revenue and expenditure from 1953 to 1956, the 

balance of payments, the index of imports and exports by value and volume, imports 
of selected commodity groups, the installed capacity and production of electricity, 

and the harvests from the principal crops.

THE CONDITION OF THE WORKING CLASS IN ENGLAND. 
F. Engels. Translated from the German and edited by W. O. Henderson and

Engels, a close associate of Karl Marx and one of the leading socialist writers of the 
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second half of the 19th century, visited England from 1842 to 1844 and wrote his 
Die Lage der arbeitenden Klasse in England immediately on returning to Germany. By 
socialists it has become accepted as a classic on the evils of rapid industrial expansion. 
Economic historians are more guarded, criticising his generalisations from inadequate 
information and his unskilful sifting of evidence. Whatever the verdict, it is a famous 
book, and it is well that the earlier English translation should be superseded by this 
more accurate version from the first edition. (331°80942)

This is the eighth post-war issue of this comprehensive publication, whose general 

coverage is sufficiently explained by its sub-title. It describes the developments in 

each category in 1956-57, with detailed statistical tables covering the post-war 
seasons up to that year together with comparisons for the pre-war period. The 
appendices include a list of government measures affecting industrial fibres in certain 
countries, a table of average planting and picking dates of cotton in the main 
producing countries, lists of import and export duties, and a statistical note on fibre 
end-use in the United States.

GREEN’S DEATH DUTIES. 4th edition by C. D. Harding. Butterworth, 
958. 1958. 25 cm. 1,228 pages. Index. 
This is a standard treatise on death duties in Britain. The new edition takes account 
of decisions in the courts and statutory changes, mainly in the successive annual 
Finance Acts, since the last edition in 1952. The first part deals with estate duty, and 
the second part covers miscellaneous matters such as obsolescent duties and legacy 
and succession duties. There are extensive appendices of statutes, statutory rules, 
orders and instruments and repealed legacy and succession duty enactments. The 
editor is on the staff of the Estate Duty Office.

This monograph, which is an interim report on the Council’s researches into the 

vitally important question of India’s future energy requirements, deals with the 

production, consumption and utilisation of heat and power from coal, water power 
and oil. These primary sources provide about one third of the country’s total energy, 
including most of the power used for industry and transport, and the variations in 
the demand for each of them is of more than local interest. The report is illustrated 
by statistical tables, from reliable sources, showing the trends in supply and con- 
sumption since 1950.

EXPORT MARKETS FOR INDIAN LAC. National Council of Applied 
Economic Research, New Delhi. Asia Publishing House (Bombay, India), Rs. 6.00.

Lac is one of India’s important exports, and in the Second Five Year Plan it is 

proposed greatly to increase its production. In recent years difficulties have arisen 
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in that, although India has a virtual monopoly of shellac (the major product of lac), 
demand is shifting to the raw material, obtainable elsewhere, while substitute 
materials are taking the place of shellac in the printing, varnish, gramophone record 
and other industries. This report to the Ministry of Commerce and Industry gives a 
detailed analysis of the position, with statistics of prices and trade, and makes recom- 
mendations for future policy.

CANADA’S ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 1867-1953: With Special 
Reference to Changes in the Country’s National Product and National Wealth. 
O. J. Firestone. Bowes & Bowes, 45s. 1958. 22 cm. 410 pages. (Income and Wealth 
Series, Vil) 

This book is the last published instalment of a project of the International Association 

for Research in Income and Wealth designed to study long-term economic growth. 

In its original form it was a paper submitted to the 1953 meeting of the Association, 

but it has been much expanded. The result is an enormously detailed and largely 

statistical review for which the author has compiled estimates of national income 
and gross national product for the period 1867-1925, when official estimates in line 
with modern requirements begin. As a source book of information on population, 
investment, expenditure and trade it is likely to have a permanent value. —_(339°371)

LAW AND ETHICS FOR DOCTORS. With a section on General 
Practice in the National Health Service. Stephen J. Hadfield. With contributed 
sections on NEGLIGENCE by W. G. Hawkins and the late W. Mair, 
SUPERANNUATION by L. S. Potter and INCOME TAX by 
by W. Donald. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 42s. 1958. 22 cm. 416 pages. Index. 

Although this book by the Assistant Secretary, British Medical Association, deals 

with British law, it will be of considerable interest to those throughout the world 

concerned with the framing of laws and regulations relating to the organisation of 
medical services, the practice of medicine or the conduct of the doctor. Dr. Hadfield 
gives the main provisions of the Acts and Regulations controlling the medical 
profession, the Medical Register and disciplinary procedure, and discusses the various 
codes of ethics and procedure in courts of law. He goes at some length into the 
complexities of the law of negligence, the doctors’ duties in relation to birth, death, 
disease, drugs, including radioactive substances, such recent developments as artificial 
insemination, and the special conditions within the National Health Service. Eight 
appendices summarise or list much useful information. (340°6) 


AGGRESSION AND WORLD ORDER. A Critique of United Nations 
Theories of Aggression. Julius Stone. Stevens & Sons, 30s. 1958. 24°5 cm. 246 pages. 
Indexes (Library of World Affairs) 

Although written primarily for the general reader, this work, it is clear, will be 

regarded as a most important contribution to its subject. Professor Stone examines 

the proper limits of the transposition of principles of municipal law to the relations 
of states, and concludes that man is still only at the beginning of a development of 
an adequate body of theory in this field and that hopes of securing peace by inventing 
some precise definition of aggression are illusory. After an entionion the author 
deals with the quest for a definition of aggression, first by the League of Nations 
and later by the United Nations. He then considers aggression in ot to power 
politics, international morality, individual criminalty and the authority of the General 
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Assembly. There is finally a discourse on a United Nations peace force and the 
authority of the General Assembly. (341) 


THE ARMS RACE. A Programme for World Disarmament. Philip 
Noel-Baker. Atlantic Books, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. $98 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Although the major part of this excellent book is concerned with post-war proposals 
and negotiations for disarmament, the inter-war period is also considered in retrospect. 
Mr. Noel-Baker is a Labour Party M.P. and has campaigned for total disarmament 
both in Parliament and elsewhere for over thirty years. He here puts a convincing 
case for the solution of a very difficult problem and supports his arguments with the 
relevant documentation, never allowing the force of his feelings to lead him away 
from clarity or accuracy.

and April 1958 and is now republished with an introduction by the editor and a 

cartoon by Vicky. Bertrand Russell started the ball rolling by an open letter to 

Eisenhower and Krushchev replied to him and he wrote a concluding letter.

In three short broadcast addresses on (I) The Renunciation of Nuclear Tests, (II) The 
Danger of Atomic War, (III) Negotiations at the Highest Level. Dr. Schweitzer 
deals with some of the most difficult and searching problems of our time. He derives 
his authority from his immense reputation in other fields. His aims expressed here 
will command wide approval and sympathy, but in discussing their achievement 
sentiment often replaces reason and some of the facts adduced to support his arguments 
are not fully established.

THE COMMON CALENDAR (A Note Book on Criminal Law for 
Circuiteers). Sir Fred Eills Pritchard. Butterworth, 32s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 274 pages. 
Index. 

This work, by a former Judge of the Queen’s Bench Division, aims at providing a 

short and highly selective book on criminal law offences likely to be tried on assize 

in England and Wales. Part one deals with constantly occurring offences—e.g., 
homicide, larceny, sexual offences and bigamy—and with such subjects as insanity, 
collaboration, confessions, conspiracy and sentence. In the second part, the author 
includes detailed notes on some important leading cases which, in his experience, it 
was constantly necessary to refer to on circuit. There is an appendix of extracts from 
relevant statutes and a table of offences with method of prosecution, punishment, 


etc. (343) 


KENNY’S OUTLINES OF CRIMINAL LAW. 17th edition by J. W. 


Cecil Turner. Cambridge University Press, 60s. 1958. 25 cm. 692 pages. Bibliography. 
Index. 


A new reset edition of a textbook, first published in 1902, which has long had the 
reputation of a classic. The last two editions have been edited by Mr. J. W. C. Turner, 
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who has incorporated in this edition the effect of many recent statutes, notably the 
Homicide Acts, 1956, and over 400 British cases. The basic arrangement remains in 
four books: the first covers general considerations such as principles of criminal 
liability, possible parties to a crime; the second gives definitions of particular crimes; 
the third is on methods of judicial proof, and the fourth on criminal procedure.

THE MODERN LAW OF REAL PROPERTY. G. C. Cheshire. 8th 
edition. Butterworth, 55s. 1958. 26 cm. 1,026 pages. Index. 
This is a foremost textbook on the law of English Real Property in which the author 
has continued to rewrite certain sections as well as bringing the whole up to date. 
It is in three books, the first being introductory, the second dealing with estates 
and interests in land and the third with the acquisition, transfer and extinction of 
estates and interests. There is an appendix on the Rent Acts by Mr. J. B. Butterworth. 
Dr Cheshire was formerly Vinerian Professor of English Law in the University of 
Oxford.

FAULT IN THE FORMATION OF CONTRACT IN ROMAN 
AND SCOTS LAW. Peter Stein. Oliver & Boyd for the University of Aberdeen, 
20s. 1958. 23 cm. 224 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. (Aberdeen University Studies, 
No. 140) 

This work, by the Professor of Jurisprudence in the University of Aberdeen, is 

mainly a study of the Roman Law of Contract. It deals with the effect of wrongful 

conduct such as non-disclosure and misrepresentation in the negotiations leading up 
to a contract, and the problem is stated separately in relation to particular contracts 
in Roman Law. Professor Stein concludes that, although there was in Roman Law 
no contract binding the parties at the time of the wrongful conduct, the injured party 
generally had the contractual action against the other party for damages. The same 
problem is considered as it developed in Scots Law, first in the works of the great 
institutional writers such as Bell and Stair, and, in the last chapter, the modern law of 
contract over the last hundred years or so is analysed. (347°4)

THE MINISTRY OF PENSIONS AND NATIONAL INSURANCE. 
Sir Geoffrey S. King. Allen & Unwin, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 162 pages. Index. (The 
New Whitehall Series) 
As former Permanent Secretary to the Ministry of Pensions and National Insurance 
the author writes with full authority on its organisation and work, which is concerned 
mainly with the administration in Great Britain of schemes providing for war 
pensions, national insurance pensions and benefits, industrial injury benefits and 
family allowances. It is a tremendous organisation: the Central Office near Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne, with a staff that at one time reached nearly 9,000, works through 900 
local offices. For students of administration there could be no more interesting 
example of a comprehensive government department. The work is issued under the 
auspices of the Royal Institute of Public Administration. (354°428)

THE SCHLIEFFEN PLAN. Critique of a Myth. Gerhard Ritter. Translated 
by Andrew and Eva Wilson from the German edition of 1956. Oswald Wolff: 
distributors Interbook, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 200 pages. Maps. Index. 


The author, a distinguished German historian, analyses the strategic plan worked out 
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by Field-Marshal Graf Schlieffen when he was Chief of the German Great General 
Staff from 1891 until 1905, seven years before his death. The main plan was the 
invasion of France by a wide outflanking movement in great strength through 
Belgium and Holland to drive the French armics on to another German force on the 
Rhine. Treated purely as a military operation, it failed to appreciate the political, 
economic and moral factors inherent in grand strategy, and further it demanded an 
impossible number of troops. This admirable and penetrating examination of the 
Plan, now published in English for the first time, should finally destroy the legend 
that its full operation in 1914 would have quickly led to a German victory. It is a 
contribution of inestimable value to politico-military history. (355°43)

EDUCATION, CULTURE AND THE SOCIAL ORDER. K. G. 
Saiyidain. 2nd edition. Asia Publishing House (Bombay, India), Rs. 10.50. 1958. 
22 cm. 316 pages. Index. 

Khwaja Ghulum Saiyidain, Secretary and Adviser to the Indian Ministry of Education, 

is already very well known in international educational circles, having represented 

his country brilliantly at a number of important conferences. His Problems of 

Educational Reconstruction, a vigorous and hopeful examination of the Indian 

educational scene, was published last year. The present volume first appeared in 

19§2, and this is a new edition dedicated to the late Maulana Azad, the Education 

Minister whom Saiyadain so enthusiastically served. It suggests a strong influence of 

Bertrand Russell and James Dewey, yet is very relevant to the problems facing the 

liberal educationist in India today. (370-19) 


MODERN APPRENTICESHIP. A Short Guide for Employers, Managers, 
Employment Officers, Teachers, Parents and others concerned with the Training 
of Youth. A. G. Beverstock. Classic Publications, 10s.6d. 1958. 21-5 cm. 90 pages.

The Education and Training Officer of the Southern Electricity Board begins his 

book with an illuminating summary of the types of apprenticeship existing today, 

when professional and occupational trainings have been added to the traditional 
craft apprenticeships. He describes the selection of apprentices, their training within 
the firms employing them and their outside education at technical college and 
university. Special attention is paid to clerical and administrative schemes, to 
apprenticeship for girls and to the plans embodied in the 1956 White Paper on 
technical education. This book will be especially valuable in any country where it is 
intended to set up new apprenticeship schemes. (371-426) 


THE TEACHING OF ARITHMETIC IN TROPICAL PRIMARY 
SCHOOLS. L. W. Downes and D. Paling. Oxford University Press, 15s. 

(UNESCO Handbooks 
on the Teaching of Science in Tropical Countries. Vol. V.) 

This volume deals with the teaching of arithmetic as an essential component of 

science. Designed for teachers who are not necessarily mathematicians, the book 

concentrates upon three points: giving the child his first experience of number, 
foresceing his difficulties, and planning and grading the work. It offers a wealth of 

material, and teaching apparatus is clearly described and illustrated. (372-7) 
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PREP SCHOOL. James Kenward. Michael Joseph, 16s. 1958. 20°5 cm. 
202 pages. Illustrations by Christopher Brooker. 
The preparatory boarding-school, set in the country, is the peculiar creation of the 
English upper middle-class, This book locates its origins in the Georgian squire’s 
house, and describes a typical prep. school in terms of the author’s own experience; 
today’s schools, by comparison, seem notably poorer in local tradition, less inventive 
in games and pastimes, more highly organised and better equipped. He paints an 
affectionate portrait through the roseate spectacles of middle age, leaving the possible 
miseries of school life resolutely out of sight. Certainly the pleasures he describes 
exist, though not all at the same time and place and probably not unmixed with

THE TEACHING OF CHEMISTRY. N. F. Newbury. 2nd edition.

This is a thought-provoking text and at the same time a sound practical guide to 
those concerned with the teaching of chemistry at secondary level whether for 
pupils of ‘general science’ or for the intending chemistry specialist. The book explains 
carefully how pupils can be encouraged in scientific method and includes valuable 
advice on syllabus selection, practical work and the teaching of chemical theory. 
First published in 1935, the book has been completely revised and brought up to date.

His book is the first serious attempt to 
give a comprehensive survey of the development of adult education in England 
and Wales, together with a comparative study of its role in other parts of the world, 
especially America, Germany and the developing countries. It is a thoughtful, well- 
documented study based on thoroughly sound principles which are summed up in 
the last chapter containing the author’s thoughts on future trends. (374) 


NEW WAYS IN MANAGEMENT TRAINING. A Technical College 
Develops its Services to Industry. Cyril Sofer and Geoffrey Hutton. Tavistock 
Publications, 15s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 140 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

This useful survey examines the needs of students and of the firms from which they 

come, the services required of the teaching department, and ways of increasing the 

teacher’s experience and skill. The responsibilities and difficulties of an independent 
research team conducting such an investigation are commented upon incidentally. 

The conclusions of this particular research team stress the great diversity of ability 

and attainment in those wishing to study management, the difficulty of recruiting 

highly qualified staff to teach it, and the problem of providing suitable courses

The Arabian Nights possesses a character all its own among the world’s collections of 
folk-tales, more addicted to magic and sorcery than Greek mythology, more solidly 
rooted in social customs and habits than Western fairy stories. Richard Gorge has 
made a representative selection of these tales of enchantment, trickery, revenge and 
amorous intrigue, and their effect is greatly enhanced by the richness of Sir Richard 
Burton’s famous translation. Often deliberately mannered and archaic in its choice 
of words it transforms the crudity of the material far more successfully than other 
English versions.

The phrase book, which contains practical hints on how to get to the Soviet Union, 

deals with modern requirements of the traveller by sea, rail, air or car, and his basic 

needs during the visit. A complete index and useful sub-divisions ensure easy 

reference. Each key word in the dictionary is printed in a clear, bold type and is 

followed by its phonetic transcription. Grammatical notes, a guide to pronunciation 

and a list of abbreviations are included. These two small volumes will be useful aids 

to the traveller to the USSR.

SIX WINGS. Men of Science in the Renaissance. George Sarton. Bodley 
Head, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 334 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
When George Sarton died recently (1956), we lost perhaps the greatest historian of 
science. The posthumous publication of his last book, Six Wings, marks the end of a 
sustained pioneering effort which has earned the admiration of scholars everywhere. 
The Renaissance is a period for which Sarton had a profound sympathy, for he was 
nothing if not a Humanist himself, and he obviously enjoyed writing about those 
scientists living between about 1450 and 1600 who tend to be neglected in the impulse 
to concentrate on the flowering of science in the following century. The result is a 
book which is delightfully easy to read and which tells us as much about the character 
of the author as of his subjects. (509)

MATHEMATICS IN BUSINESS. Lloyd L. Lowenstein. Chapman & Hall, 
40s. 1958. 23-5 cm. 380 pages. Diagrams. Index. 

This book is a first course in the elementary mathematics of business by the Professor 

of Mathematics in Arizona State College. Beginning with the elements of arithmetic 
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and algebra, the author considers percentages, profit and loss, simple interest and 
discount, averages, compound interest, annuities, amortization, sinking funds and 
depreciation. There are appendices on logarithms and the binomial theorem, and 
some useful tables. An outstanding feature is the large number of carefully graded 
examples. Answers are given to half the problems. (510) 


LOGICAL DESIGN OF DIGITAL COMPUTERS. Montgomery Phister. 
Chapman & Hall, 84s. 1958. 23-5 cm. 424 pages. Diagrams. Index. (Digital Design 
and Applications Series) 

The book is concerned with the basic principles of the operation of digital computers 

and serves as an introduction to their design. It does not describe any particular 

computers but only the techniques used. No previous experience in computers is 
assumed, and Boolean algebra is developed from first principles. In spite of the 
intricacy of the subject the exposition is very clear and, furthermore, it is illustrated 

by numerous worked examples and by exercises. Each chapter is provided with a 

bibliography. The author is a Lecturer in Engineering in the University of California.

This is to some extent a sequel to Dr. Wallace’s earlier book on algebraic topology 

in the same series; but the new volume is not so much a textbook as a research 

monograph, addressed to those already familiar with the application of topological 
methods to the study of algebraic varieties. The purpose is to take some of the 
stimulating ideas and theorems thrown up in such profusion by Lefschetz, as far back 
as 1926, and to develop them and reshape their proofs using the more rigorous logical 
demands of homology theory. The fundamental nature of Lefschetz’s theorems merits 
the careful and precise analysis given to them in this monograph. (513-83) 


AN INTRODUCTION TO MULTIVARIATE STATISTICAL 
ANALYSIS. T. W. Anderson. Chapman & Hall, 100s. 1958. 23-5 cm. 386 
pages. Bibliography. Index. 

The simultaneous analysis of sets of measurements made on several variables has 

featured prominently in recent periodical literature. Professor Anderson of Columbia 

University has himself contributed largely, and considers that an orderly textbook 

exposition is now possible. The reader should be familiar with methods of univariate 

analysis, but a wider mathematical technique is also necessary. Matrix algebra is a 

vital tool; the book gives a brief sketch of what is needed in this field, but a rather 

more thorough acquaintance than this gives would be a help to the reader. Main 
topics covered in the book are correlation, distribution theory, testing of hypotheses; 

much use is made of the method of maximum likelihood. (519)

THE PHYSICIST’S CONCEPTION OF NATURE. Werner Heisenberg. 
Translated from the German by Arnold J. Pomerans. Hutchinson, 16s. 1958. 
19 cm. 192 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

Professor Heisenberg’s Das Naturbild der heutigen Physik is here translated into English. 

The book opens with three essays which provide an invigorating analysis of man’s 

cultural and philosophical stirrings. Some of the topics discussed include causality, 

the statistical nature of scientific prognostication, quantum theory and relativity 
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theory. The second half of the book, “Historical Sciences’, quotes brilliantly the 
leading physicist-philosophers from Kepler and Newton through to Hertz and de 
Broglie. (530°) 


FUNDAMENTAL THERMODYNAMICS FOR’ ENGINEERS. 
M. H. Everdell. English Universities Press, 25s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 214 pages. Diagrams. 
Index. (General Engineering Series) 

This book, intended for the engineering student, gives a clear and concise exposition 

of the fundamentals of thermodynamics. Heat engines are touched upon only inas- 

much as they may serve to illustrate the application of thermodynamic principles. 

The mathematics used does not go beyond simple types of integration. Numerous 

exercises (with answers) taken mainly from examination papers are included. On the 

whole this book is an admirable introduction to the study of thermodynamics. The 
author is the Senior Lecturer in Science at the Royal Military Academy, Sandhurst.

THE ATOM AND THE ENERGY REVOLUTION. Norman Lansdell. 
Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 200 pages. Paper covers. (Penguin Specials) 
More concerned with the ways in which nuclear energy affects people than with the 
technical aspects of the problem, this book contains a review of world energy 
resources, followed by a short account of the theory and exploitation of nuclear energy 
including sources of raw materials and power developments in various countries. The 
remaining chapters cover commercial and industrial aspects, radiation hazards and 
protection against them and, finally, a summary of the impact of atomic energy on 
world culture and organisation. The author is not a nuclear scientist, he is concerned 
mainly with the sociological implications, but the information given is accurate, con- 
cise, up to date and intelligible to the non-technical reader. (539-76)

PROCEEDINGS OF THE SECOND INTERNATIONAL 
CONGRESS ON SURFACE ACTIVITY. 4 vols. Edited by J. H. 
Schulman. Butterworth, 320s. 1957. 25°5 cm. $30 : 356 : 632 : 360 pages. Illustra- 
tions. Diagrams. Bibliography. 
The papers and discussions of this 1957 London Congress, which are unusually volu- 
minous, are assembled in four volumes covering in turn gas/liquid and liquid/liquid 
interface, solid/gas interface, electrical phenomena and solid/liquid and cell/water 
interface. The congress was in the fullest possible sense international, receiving contri- 
butions not only from Great Britain, the Commonwealth, the United States and 
Western Europe but also on a very extensive scale from Eastern Europe, Russia and 
Japan. All aspects of pure and applied surface chemistry were covered in the two 
hundred odd papers contributed. It should be emphasised that these Proceedings are 
quite exceptionally important as revealing how the methods of Western chemists differ 
from those employed by Russia and Poland, both active countries in this field.

viously as separate volumes. The work contains most of the practical organic chemistry

Very much excellent heterocyclic investigation has been carried on in Australia, and 

this volume presents the papers and discussions of a symposium assembled in Canberra. 

Heterocyclic chemistry, which represents about a third of the whole organic side, is 

only now receiving the attention it merits. Its substances are of immense biological 

importance as co-enzymes, vitamins and as the components of the nucleic acids. They 
are naturally suitable because they resist metabolic destruction and are not easily 
degraded as are aromatic and aliphatic substances. This is a characteristic which makes 
them of interest to pharmacologists in search of new drugs. They have also consider- 
able potentialities in industry and are already used in dyestuffs, rubber-chemicals, 
analytical agents and even plastics. ($47°92)

FARMING WEATHER. L. P. Smith. Nelson, 15s. 1958. 20°5 cm. 218 pages. 
Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. (Nelson’s Agriculture Series) 

This is designed to help the practical farmer understand the weather and its effects in 
crop and animal husbandry. The author was until recently Head of the Agricultural 
Branch of the British Meteorological Office, and he shows a deep understanding of 
the practical considerations involved in the application of meteorology to farming 
practice. The wealth of information he gives on seasonal weather effects, long-term 
records and systems of forecasting will be of particular interest to British agricultural- 
ists, but there is also much general information and certain specific references for the 
overseas reader. (sst-s)

SCOTLAND BEFORE HISTORY. An Essay. Stuart Piggott. Nelson, 
1$s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 120 pages. Illustrations by Keith Henderson. 

This excellent introduction to Scottish prehistory is intended for non-specialist readers 
and is by a well-known authority on the subject. The author describes it as ‘no more 
than a long essay’; yet within its confines he contrives not only to indicate the outlines 
of his subject, but also to present much of the evidence made available by archaeology 
and to ys many illuminating parallels from other fields. The illustrations are 
striking and imaginative reconstructions from the material discussed in the text, often 
placed with great effect against a background suggesting the bleak environment in 
which they were found.

MODERN SCIENCE AND THE NATURE OF LIFE. William S. 
Beck. Macmillan, 15s. 1958. 20 cm. 320 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

Of the works which have recently appeared in response to the clamour for more 
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explanation by scientists of what they do, few will be found as stimulating, shrewd or 
entertaining as this book by an American haematologist. Essentially this is a History 
of Biological Scientific Method related to contemporary thought. For the modern 
picture, however, he relies largely on American thought and biochemistry rather than 
biology. Many biologists will shrink from his extreme materialism and also his lack 
of emphasis on the organism as a fundamental unit. Nevertheless, it is to be hoped that 
this book will be widely read by scientist and non-scientist alike. (574)

Sir Gavin de Beer, one of Britain’s most prominent biologists, is eminently suited to 

introduce Darwin to the general reader. In the short space available in a single lecture, 

he covers the development of Darwin’s ideas on evolution, and, an unrepentant 

Darwinian himself, deals with the objections which have been raised against Darwin’s 

theories and with the contemporary status of Darwinism. (575-01)

THE WORLD OF THE INFINITELY SMALL. Explorations through 
the Microscope.

The title of this book is misleading since it is concerned with only one aspect of the 

microscopically small, that of medical microbiology. This the author deals with 

historically, presenting the reader with a number of potted biographies of men like 

Jenner, Pasteur, Lister, Koch and Fleming. Written in a lively and readable style, the 

book can be recommended to the non-specialist. (576)

AN ATLAS OF AIRBORNE POLLEN GRAINS. H. A. Hyde and 
K. F. Adams. Macmillan, 36s. 1958. 25-5 cm. 128 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
Bibliography. Index. 
The authors of this atlas are widely known for their pioneer work on the pollens 
causing hay fever in the British Isles. They describe and illustrate by excellent photo- 
micrographs at a magnification of about 1,000 diameters 92 species of air-borne pollen 
grains in their natural condition. This will be a valuable reference book, primarily for 
students of pollen allergy, but also for those interested in the palynology of honey and 
peat. All of the common types of British anemophilous pollens are included together 
with a few generally regarded as entomophilous. A key is provided for easy identifica- 
tion and the specialised morphological terms are defined in a glossary. (581-3)

WE COME FROM THE SEA. Hans Hass. Translated from the German 
by Alan Houghton Brodrick.

Hans Hass has been pursuing his immensely skilled and dangerous profession as diver, 

marine biologist and underwater photographer for over twenty years, and can claim 

to be a true pioneer in each of these departments. This book tells the story of his recent 
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exploits, beginning with his second voyage to the Red Sea in 1951 and including 
expeditions to the Australian Great Barrier Reef, the Caribbean and the Galapagos 
Islands. The special study he has made of the behaviour of sharks provides some of his 
most remarkable material, and the magnificent illustrations offer convincing evidence 
of his own and his companions’ courage. A final chapter discusses the evolution of 
various categories of underwater equipment and compares their merits. A book of 
rare excitement, excellently translated. (s91-52) 


SPIDERS, SCORPIONS, CENTIPEDES AND MITES. The Ecology 
and Natural History of Woodlice, ‘Myriapods’ and Arachnids. J. L. Cloudsley-

Millipedes, centipedes, wood-lice, scorpions, false-scorpions and whip-scorpions, 

spiders and harvest spiders, solifugae, mites and ticks receive a partially detailed treat- 

ment under headings of classification, distribution, reproduction, life cycle, general 
behaviour, feeding habits and enemies. This is a reliable and also a readable, direct 
and entertaining book, not alone useful to students and schoolteachers but also one 
which laymen with a moderate interest in natural history should be able to digest and 
to enjoy. Its author is a very well known Lecturer in Zoology in London University.

This is a guide book, mainly for 
the angler, with brief introductory chapters on the ancestry of fish, the general 
anatomy of a fish, and on distribution and migration in the group. The major part 
of the book consists of short, non-technical descriptions of the species, with line 
drawings of most of them, and notes on their habits and distribution. (597°0967) 


WILD VENTURE. A Bird-Watcher in Scotland. Kenneth Richmond. 
Bles, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 224 pages. Photographs by the author and others. 
Mr. Richmond, a lecturer in education in Glasgow University and a well-known 
ornithologist, has provided a delightful book for the general reader as well as for the 
bird-watchcer, since he not only recounts his experiences in watching some of Scotland’s 
more interesting predator birds, game birds, wildfowl and waders, sea and shore birds, 
but also describes in fresh and vivid detail the Scottish countryside itself. Each chapter 
is intended to be self-contained. The book as a whole does not attempt to describe 
every Scottish bird, but only those with which the author is familiar.

In this simple textbook for mental deficiency nurses entering upon their training, a 

psychiatrist and nursing tutor cover principles and techniques required in the early 

years of the course. It outlines normal development, causes and types of deficiency, 
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and the means provided for the care of patients in the United Kingdom. It then deals 
with hospital procedure and rules, ward equipment and routine, disease prevention 
in hospital, and the care of particular types of defectives. Chapters on bedside nursing 
and drugs conclude the text, which is followed by a glossary and appendices listing 
useful information.

As the title now indicates, it is not a popular journal, but is designed 
for the qualified speech therapist, and will discuss problems of speech education and 
rehabilitation, and pathological and surgical aspects. No. 1 includes five articles, the 
authors of which are a surgeon, three speech therapists and an audiology technician.

THE EXAMINATION OF WATERS AND WATER SUPPLIES 
(Thresh, Beale and Suckling). 7th edition by Edwin Windle Taylor. Churchill, 
100s.

This standard British reference work for water engineers, bacteriologists, medical 

officers of health, public health inspectors and analysts, has again been extensively 

revised by the Director of Water Examination, Metropolitan Water Board, London. 

Besides rearrangements in the text, there is much new material, including chapters 

on radioactivity in relation to water supplies, and bacteriological examination for 

reasons other than pollution, present views on contamination of uncooked foods, new 
chemical analytical procedures and the effects upon health of substances in water, 
swimming bath purification, accounts of recent waterborne infections, and the work 

of river boards, taking cognisance of the Rivers (Prevention of Pollution) Act, 1951.

revised syllabuses, the subject matter is arranged to meet the needs of students 

generally and of qualified physiotherapists. Miss Scott has made many changes in the 
course of a thorough revision, dividing the volume into three parts, direct and low 
frequency and high frequency currents in electrotherapy, and actinotherapy. She gives 
an up-to-date account of theory, apparatus and the uses and effects of these therapeutic 
measures.

Meticulous accounts of anatomy 
and function of the lumbar intervertebral discs, pathology of lumbar disc lesions, the 
clinical picture, differential diagnosis, conservative and operative treatment, are aug- 
mented by illustrations, beautiful line drawings, X-ray photographs and coloured 
plates, some of which are new. The chapters on surgery, which are based upon 

Mr. Armstrong’s experience of more than 1,000 operations, elucidate the aims and 

principles of operation, indications and contra-indications, and give exact accounts of

Section 2, the longest, reviews the various diseases in 
man, epidemiology, morbid anatomy, histology, pathology, diagnosis, treatment and 
prevention, together with legal aspects. Leptospirosis in animals is the subject of 

Section 3, its incidence and symptoms, and, in domestic animals, treatment and 

control. In Section 4, the authors discuss regional occurrence in the countries most 
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affected, and conclude their exhaustive study with details of culture media and 
laboratory techniques.

adrenal and parathyroid glands, to surgery in actinomycosis and venereal diseases, 
and to special methods of diagnosis and treatment in pre- and post-operative states. 

Fifteen authorities in the United Kingdom contribute articles of a standard for general 

surgeons, registrars and postgraduate students, in which they discuss diagnosis, 

prognosis, pathology and treatment, and, in some detail, operative techniques. Among 

the contributors are A. W. Badenoch, Charles Rob, L. N. Pyrah, and C. R. 

McLaughlin, while E. J. Lowbury writes on chemotherapy, Ruscoe Clark on 

haemorrhage, shock and the illness of trauma, J. H. Middlemiss on radiology, and

specialties in this extensively revised edition, fourteen are authorities working in

discussed under the headings: prenatal pathogenic influences; inflammation, allergic 

reactions, and infections; nutritional, metabolic and endocrine disturbances; the 
central nervous system, and cardiovascular and haemopoietic systems. Finally, with 
other gencral disturbances, the effects of physical and chemical agents are considered. 

Up-to-date treatment is fully described and amongst the new work are chapters on 

the nature of malformations by the editor, and on acquired toxoplasmosis by M. J. 

Hogan, Professor of Ophthalmology in the University of California. The illustrations 

have also been revised and the bibliography includes classical and recent papers.

The author of this standard textbook for the junior surgeon, himself Surgeon to the 
Moorfields Eye Hospital, London, gives an excellent step-by-step account of those 
operative techniques accepted in hospital practice, to which he gives preference, and 
then discusses other accepted methods. He also deals most thoroughly with diagnosis, 
indications for operation, pre- and post-operative measures, anaesthesia, instruments, 
complications and results of surgery. The text is lavishly and most usefully illustrated, 
275 of the illustrations in this edition being new. There has also been an extensive 
textual revision to incorporate such advances of the last cight years as those in corneal 
transplants, the use of radioactive disks in treating malignant intra-ocular neoplasms, 
Ridley’s acrylic lenticular operation, and in anaesthesia. The special interest of this 
practical guide lies in the personal approach to the problems of surgery, which are 
set against an historical background.

While the book does not contain much new 
material, its great value lies in the fact that it presents in one volume a large amount 
of information scattered over a great many books and periodicals. Although it is 
intended for students working for a degree, it is written in a relatively simple manner 
and its value is further enhanced by the inclusion of numerous problems and test 
questions.

The first part tells of the beginning of the 

Qantas air service and the Flying Doctor Service, with many anecdotes of adventure 

in the Northern Territory and New Guinea, as well as giving personal portraits of 

such men as Hudson Fysh and C. A. Butler. The second section deals with the life 
story of Sir Charles Kingsford Smith, for which the author had access, for the first

Aviation has made rapid progress in a very few years and each step has rested on the 
faith of the test pilot in the scientist. There are not many of them but they all— 
military and civilian—risk their lives flying untried and experimental aircraft. 
Colonel Everest is among the leaders and this exciting story tells of the race between 
man and the speed of sound. After service as a United States fighter pilot in World 
War Il, he was selected for flight-testing jet machines, graduated to rocket engines 
and in 1956 achieved in a Bell X-2 the then world record of 1,900 miles an hour, 
three times as fast as sound at the altitude flown. (629°14353)

The author was a nurseryman famous for the alpines he collected and raised, and the 
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fifty plants included here are those he regarded as the finest. Each is lovingly described, 
its native habitat and method of growth are discussed in detail and the author then 
suggests (from a lifetime’s experience) how these conditions can be most nearly 
reproduced elsewhere to satisfy each plant’s peculiar likes and dislikes. Alpine-lovers 
will appreciate his advice on how to increase their stock by division or seed, and the 
exquisite illustrations (twenty in colour) make this a book to treasure. (635-9) 


ROSES. F. Fairbrother. Prepared in conjunction and collaboration with the 
Royal Horticultural Society.

The author, a chemist and Vice-President of the National 

Rose Society, is particularly helpful on soils and fertilisers and his select lists of roses, 

grouped by colour, are both isleeinedie and completely up to date.

Dr. Buxbaum, a taxonomist in the University of Graz, Austria, has had thirty years’ 

experience in cactus growing and research, and has a profound understanding of the 

ecology and environmental needs of the plants. In this book he describes the origin 
and natural way of growth of the various species. There are chapters on the cultivation 
of terrestrial and epiphytic cacti, soil mixtures and reaction, nutrition, plant con- 
tainers, and winter quarters. In a chapter on the vexed question of taxonomy and 
nomenclature, the author confesses that botanists are not yet in a position to resolve 
the confusion in nomenclature and presents the results of his own work in the form 
of a provisional phylogenetic classification and tree. The book is magnificently 
illustrated.

A valuable handbook both as a guide 
for newcomers to pet-keeping and as a source of reference for the experienced.

Written for students and the general public, as well as for dietitians and medical 

practitioners, this book provides an authoritative analysis of the food consumption 

and eating habits of the Australian people. It covers a wide range of topics, including 
the food requirements of the human body, the characteristics and weaknesses of the 

Australian diet, the composition of foods and their calorie values and nutrient losses 

during preparation and cookin;;. The survey reveals that in the Australian diet there 

is an excessive consumption of calories and sugar and low intake of calcium, thiamine 
and possibly ascorbic acid, a situation that is strikingly similar to food consumption 

patterns in the United States and many other Western countries. (641-1)

last director, writes of its great days and of the final disaster, as well as the practical 

details of hotel management, interestingly and well.

Type and type-setting are dealt with; the compositor and his work—material, 
equipment, methods, calculations; book production, illustration processes, paper, 
binding; printing presses and their use; and the prevention of accidents. Artistic 
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values and problems are not considered. The numerous illustrations are good and 
well chosen. The book misses a valuable opportunity to show the young printer that 
printing is also an art and a craft—not merely an industrial technique. But it is clear 
and informative.

part four on international copyright and the protection of works originating outside 
the United Kingdom, while the fifth part deals with arrangements between authors 
and publishers. Part six is on copyright in the British Commonwealth and in foreign 
countries and the seventh part contains forms and precedents. Extensive appendices 
give the text of legislative provisions and international conventions, etc. (655-6)

While it is admirably 
designed to meet the needs of those taking the Institute’s examinations, more 
experienced practitioners will find in it useful additions to their knowledge. Many of 
the contributions are, indeed, of even wider interest, for in the modern world the 
ethics and techniques of the communication of facts and views are of importance to 
all concerned with public affairs.

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Chemical Technology 
ION EXCHANGE RESINS. Robert Kunin. 2nd edition. Chapman & Hall 
88s. 1958. 23-5 cm. 480 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

After a discussion of the characteristics and syntheses of ion exchange resins this book 
devotes itself to their applications, for example, their use in the deionization of water, 
in the treatment of sugar and glycerine, in catalysis and in hydrometallurgy. A 
valuable concluding chapter deals informatively with the design and economics of 
ion exchange units. This second edition is very necessary for in the eight years since 
the book was first published there has been an immense accumulation of knowledge 
on many sides ¢.g., in 1950 only brief mention was made of metallurgical applications 
or of permselective membranes; both these now require lengthy chapters. This is a 
carefully prepared, well written book, quite one of the best surveys of ion exchange 
technology. (660-28) 


Beer and Brewing 
A TEXTBOOK OF BREWING. Vol. Il. Jean de Clerck. Translated 
from the French by Kathleen Barton-Wright. Chapman & Hall, toss. 1958.

Volume I covered the theory and practice of brewing. Volume II is devoted to 
analytical methods and quality control and, like the first volume, this English edition 
contains certain improvements upon the original including more recent information 
on many subjects. Analytical methods for barley and other grains, sugar, hops, 
water, malt, wart, yeast, and beer are studied in detail, but attention is also paid to 
the chemical analysis of ancillary products. Detailed consideration is given to the 
scientific control of the brewing process, while space is found to cover the final 
quality control of the finished beer and the organisation of brewing laboratories. 
This work should find a place on the shelves of every brewing laboratory, and as a 
textbook in schools of brewing throughout the world. It is well documented and the 
illustrations and general presentation are excellent. (663-4)

THE PETROLEUM CHEMICALS INDUSTRY. Richard Frank 
Goldstein. 2nd edition, revised and enlarged. Spon, 95s. 1958. 25 cm. 476 pages.

A full revision and considerable extension of the 1949 edition. Inorganic compounds, 

primarily ammonia and sulphur, are now included. New processes such as those of 

hydrocarbon oxidation receive adequate attention. The important recent investigations 

into the polyolefines, synthetic glycerol and the preparation of the aromatics are 

fully recorded. The economic advantages of petroleum chemicals over the older 

sources of raw materials are critically assessed and there are well-informed and 

entertaining chapters on the economics and history of the industry. New graphs and 

flowsheets and a good bibliography which includes patent literature complete this 

thorough revision and ensure that the book will continue as a classic in its field.

A collection of papers presented at a special course on ceramics held at the 
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Massachusetts Institute of Technology in 1956. The papers cover topics relating to 
slip casting, shaping under pressure and by vibratory compaction, plastic shaping, 
the causes of warping during drying and firing, sintering, hot-pressing, the production 
of crystalline ceramics by nucleation of a glass, and the application of metal-working 
processes to ceramics; the relationship between the microstructure of a ceramic 
article and its electrical, magnetic and mechanical properties is also considered. The 
authors are experts on the subjects presented, so that the book is authoritative and 
up to date; its interest is chiefly for those engaged in the production of special 
ceramics for electronic and nuclear engineering. (666)

techniques used, often automatic and precisely controlled, justify a book to them- 

selves in this series. It describes the range of application of the process, selection of 


proper materials, mould design, commercial fo machinery, and discusses 
production costs. The costs apply to the U.S.A., and the machinery included is 
American.

A HANDBOOK OF LATTICE SPACINGS AND STRUCTURES 
OF METALS AND ALLOYS. W. B. Pearson. Pergamon Press, 262s.6d. 
1958. 25°5 cm. 1,054 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. (International Series 
of Monographs on Metal Physics and Physical Metallurgy) 

The author, now of the National Research Council of Canada, has contributed 

considerably to the very large field covered. The first part of the book contains a 

lucid, well-written introduction to the X-ray study of metals and alloys especially 

in relation to their other properties. The remainder gives crystallographic data, lattice 
spacings and classification of metals, their alloys and simpler compounds. The 
literature is surveyed up to the end of 1956. Sufficient information is given to make 
it unnecessary to go to the original papers in many instances. The work is characterised 
by clearness of presentation and lucidity of expression, and there is a very welcome 
critical approach to the information quoted. An author index would have been 
welcome; the subject index is excessively brief, though the need for the latter is 
much reduced by a systemic arrangement of the subject matter. (669-016)

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textile finishing, surface active agents, synthetic resins, etc. This edition contains 
additional chapters on felts and home-woven fabrics and on flame-proofing processes. 
The work will be of great interest to those engaged in the textile industry or 
responsible for research and development in the field of textile chemicals and 
auxiliaries. Although it is American and primarily refers to American products, it 
will nevertheless be of considerable interest to specialists all over the world. —_ (677)

This new journal is forward-looking but 
not aggressively avant-garde and should appeal to those who take an intelligent 
interest in the present state of the arts.

THE THEORY OF PROPORTION IN ARCHITECTURE. P. H.

Mr. Scholfield surveys comprehensively and interprets coherently, and this is no 
slight achievement, the history of proportion from Vitruvius to Le Corbusier, 
threading his way adroitly through the widely differing theories of Palladio and 
Leonardo da Vinci and of the various latter-day classical and Gothic revivalists. In 
the last chapter he arrives at some interesting conclusions of his own. This is an 
extremely well written book, and many readers who might easily be repelled by 
such a complicated theme if it were handled by an average theoretician will certainly 
be stimulated by this very able exposition. The standard of production is of a high 
order.

THE CATHEDRALS OF ITALY. J. W. Franklin. Batsford, 35s. 1958. 
22°5 cm. 280 pages. 119 photographs by A. F. Kersting and others. Plans. Map. 
Bibliography. Index. 

There are well over three hundred existing churches in Italy which either have 

cathedral status or have enjoyed that distinction at some period in their history. 

Many of these buildings are unremarkable except for the variety of their shapes, 

sizes and styles. A few, of course, are among the greatest glories of Christian 

architecture. Mr. Franklin has selected thirty-four of the more important and 
described them in some detail. He has also provided a useful introductory section 
which gives a fairly full account of the evolution of Italian cathedral construction. 

An appendix lists the remaining lesser buildings, with brief notes on each. This is a 

useful general survey of a subject which has not received much attention from English 

scholars in recent years. (726°5) 


HOUSES AND BUNGALOWS. June Park. Batsford, 45s. 1958. 25 cm. 
192 pages. Illustrations. Plans. Bibliography. Index. 
An essentially practical book written by a woman architect who has herself designed 
a number of houses of unusual distinction, principally in North London. The first 
part analyses very simply and clearly problems of site and plan, insulation, materials 
and construction, services and finishes, while Part II illustrates and describes thirty- 
seven houses and bungalows. Miss Park is able to convey her knowledge in 
intelligible terms, and she writes with enthusiasm and sympathy. She understands 
the mistakes which people are liable to make in having a house designed for them, 
and her book should therefore be of real use to the client, as well as to the architect 
and the builder. It is most attractively produced. (728)

This beautifully produced and superbly illustrated book will interest the general 
reader, the teacher of needlework and the practising needlewoman, to whom it will 
serve both as a textbook and an inspiration. The author’s taste and expert knowledge 
of the craft are evident on every page, whether she is recording its early history, 
describing the more numerous extant examples of 18th, roth and 20th century work 
or giving practical information about materials, tools and equipment needed for its 
practice. Every operation is clearly described in detail, with really helpful diagrams, 
from the making of templates and paper patterns and the preparation and joining 
together of patches of many shapes to the creation of the overall design and the lining 
of the finished product.

Practical hints are combined with general observations on colour theory in this 
book addressed to anyone who contemplates redecorating his or her home. Thirty- 
nine colour plates showing different types of rooms precede the seven chapters of 
introductory text. Emphasis is mainly, though not exclusively, on contemporary 
styles, the object being to provide helpful ideas about colour, furniture arrange- 
ment, etc. for the audience to whom the book is intended to appeal. The author is 
an expert in interior design and decoration. (747)

THE BEAUTY OF MODERN GLASS. R. Stennett-Wilson. Studio 

Publications, 30s. 1958. 29 cm. 128 pages. Numerous illustrations (some in colour). 
A documented anthology of examples of hand-made modern glass from factories 
in several countries. Preceding the numerous illustrations are short introductory 
chapters on technique and design. The captions to the illustrations give details of 
material, technique, colour, measurements, designer and maker of each piece 
illustrated. Collectors of modern glass, industrial designers, and those concerned with 
the retail departments of stores selling modern glass will find the book useful and 
instructive.

MODERN PAINTING FROM IMPRESSIONISM TO ABSTRACT 
ART. Marcel Brion. Translated from the French by Stuart Hood. Thames & 
Hudson, 18s. 1958. 23-5 cm. 98 pages. 48 illustrations in colour. (The Students 
Gallery) 
To begin with, the author gives a rapid bird’s-eye-view of the development of 
modern painting, devoting a few pages to each of the main movements—Fauvism, 
Cubism, the Blaue-Reiter, Futurism, “Sunday Painters’, etc. (the survey stops short 
of the recent abstract ‘action painting’ school). Next follow forty-eight colour plates 
of typical works by artists ranging from Gauguin to Modigliani, the Germans Nolde 
and Franz Marc to Delaunay, Duchamp and other representatives of the Paris school. 
Brief biographical notes complete the book. For those not wishing to embark on 
the larger works dealing with 20th century painting, this reasonably priced survey 
is a useful introduction. (759-06) 


A STUDENT’S GUIDE TO LATER ITALIAN PAINTING 
1500-1800. F. M. Godfrey. Tiranti, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 232 pages. Illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. (Scopas Handbooks) 

The first part of this course covered Italian painting up to 1500. This second and 

concluding volume, in which both pagination and numbering of illustrations follow 

on directly from the first part, is arranged on the same plan. Each chapter is divided 
into numbered paragraphs corresponding to the illustrations; discussion of the work 
of individual artists is combined with an account of specific schools (e.g. Mannerism, 
the Bolognese School, Venetian Rococo) so that a balance is maintained between 
the specific and the panoramic. The author avoids a ‘note-book’ style, and has 
produced a book which will guide the novice student towards a comprehensive 
grasp of Italian painting and give pleasure also to the educated general reader.

PAINTINGS OF THE DECCAN, XVI-XVII CENTURY. Intro- 
duction and notes by Douglas Barrett. Faber, 15s. 1958. 31 cm. 24 pages.

The author, well known for other studies in Indian art, adopts the usual plan of this 

series, supplying a general historical introduction followed by notes on the colour 

plates. Painting in the Islamic kingdoms of the Deccan in central India is less well- 
known than the near-contemporary Mughal school fostered by the Emperor Akbar 
and his followers in the north. The independent Deccan school is here illustrated 
with ten examples never before reproduced, each of which has a descriptive note 
explaining the subject matter in addition to discussing the painting critically. The

HOW TO USE YOUR CAMERA. The Complete Traveller's Companion 
for Holidays, Tours and Cruises by Car, Plane, Train, Coach and Ship.

S. Bomback. Fountain Press, 12s.6d. 1958. 22°5 cm. 96 pages. Illustrations. 

This is not a guide to the technical aspects of photography, which are, in fact, kept 

to a minimum, but to the scenes and contingencies which may be encountered by 

the photographer on his travels. Such topics as peoples and costumes, an ocean voyage, 

night scenes, and so on, are treated so as to prepare the photographer for making the 

photographic best of any situation in which he finds himself. The author is an 

acknowledged expert on photography and has travelled widely himself. —_ (770-2) 


GALLERY ONE. Some Pictures which Matter. Edited by Norman Hall. 
‘Photography’, 17s.6d. 1958. 25 cm. 116 pages. 
Gallery One, the first of a new series of books of photographs to appear each spring, 
is an overflow volume complementary to Photography Year Book and will contain 
photographs of merit for which no room can be found in the latter. This first volume 
includes the work of many famous photographers and presents an abundance of 
studies of people, landscape, childhood and youth, and everyday life which will 
interest everybody who wields a camera or likes looking at photographs. The notes 
on the pictures give brief technical data. (779) 


PHOTOGRAPHY TODAY. Edited by Norman Hall. ‘Photography’, 
25s. 1958. 26 cm. 116 pages. 

A collection of what the editor considers to be some of the best photographs of the 
last few years. It presents examples of the skill of many great names in photography, 
demonstrating the numerous different facets of the use of the camera and rangi 

in subject over the world of entertainment, the nude, portraits and character studies, 
landscape, birds, animals and children, homely scenes indoors and out, and the 
labour of men and women.

THE CONCISE ENCYCLOPAEDIA OF MUSIC AND 
MUSICIANS. Edited by Martin Cooper. Hutchinson, sos. 1958. 25 cm.

Books) 
Traditional in plan and conception, this very useful work of reference gives names 
(persons and institutions), terms, titles and subjects in one alphabetical order. Besides 
being up to date within less than a year of issue, it is distinguished for both brevity 
and insight. Apart from a few lapses, the standard of accuracy is high. The articles 
on instruments and subjects such as ‘history of music’ and ‘song’ are masterpieces of 
informative compression. The editor has intended the volume for the ‘average 
musical man’ with wide interests but little time to absorb a mass of technical jargon, 
which, indeed, the contributors most successfully avoid. Special mention must be 
made of the numerous illustrations. Many are of high photographic quality and 
unfamiliar as well. (780-3) 
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MORE ESSAYS FROM THE WORLD OF MUSIC. Ernest Newman. 
Essays from the ‘Sunday Times’ selected by Felix Aprahamian. Calder, 21s. 1958. 
22 cm. 270 pages. Frontispiece. Musical examples. 

Fortunate indeed is the weekly newspaper which has a music critic who, as topic 

and occasion demand, can be as persuasive, controversial, urbane, erudite and witty 

as Mr. Newman. This new selection, skilfully made and grouped from his contribu- 
tions since 1922, forms a book in which one can browse with delight and profit. He 
has a lot to say about the problems of conducting, the ‘Discontents’ (i.e., the gulf 
between the modern composer and the public) of 1929, and a host of other matters 
ranging from Bach to Sibelius. Such a good book deserved an index. (780-4) 


KING JOE OLIVER. Waiter C. Allen and Brian A. L. Rust. Sidgwick & 
Jackson, 21s. 1958. 19 cm. 236 pages. Illustrations. Discography. Bibliography. 
Indexes. 

Joe Oliver is one of the great names among the founders of New Orleans jazz in the 

second decade of this century, the creator of an exceptionally fine band and the 

acknowledged mentor of Louis Armstrong. This short biography records his career 
in somewhat bare outlines and tells the sad story of his failure to capitalise his 
remarkable gifts as composer, arranger and instrumentalist; it also gives an excellent 
appreciation of his musical talent and the style of his playing. More than half the 
book is occupied by a comprehensive and well-annotated catalogue of Oliver’s 
compositions and recordings, together with a list of recordings now found to be 
spurious. (780-92) 


A COMPOSERS ELEVEN. Neville Cardus. Cape, 18s. 1958. 22-5 cm 
256 pages. Drawings by Milein Cosman. 
To the ten masters comprising the four impressions of this book issued since 1945— 
Schubert, Wagner, Brahms, Mahler, Strauss, Franck, Debussy, Elgar, Delius, 
Sibelius—Mr. Cardus has now added Bruckner. Although he does not go very deep, 
he writes with a persuasive affection about his favourites, explaining their weaknesses, 
glorifying their greatness in mellow, supple prose, rich in metaphor and literary 
allusions. It will be surprising if he does not win more devotees. The music lover 
who dislikes technicalities will read these essays with pleasure and profit. (780-92) 


OPERA THEMES AND PLOTS. Rudolf Fellner. Calder, 30s. 1958. 
25 cm. 368 pages. Musical examples. Index. 
The author, who teaches opera in the Mannes College of Music in New York, has 
devised a new kind of book which will be of great interest to opera-goers. The operas 
covered—thirty-five in number—range from mature Mozart to late Puccini. Mr. 
Fellner eschews all qualitative or critical judgments, but gives the action in a simple, 
vivid narrative. Each stage is followed by a number referring to a short musical 
example’printed on the opposite page, with the text in the original language and in 
an English translation. For later operas, such as Rosenkavalier, orchestral as well as 
vocal melodies are quoted. Thus the listener has the minimum of page-turning, 
coupled with an exceptionally detailed key to the action. (782-1) 


TWO CENTURIES OF OPERA AT COVENT GARDEN. Harold 
Rosenthal. Putnam, 75s. 1958. 23 cm. 866 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. 
Index. 


This is one of the best books ever written on the history of any opera house. The 
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author, who was archivist at Covent Garden, has produced a most readable and 
lively narrative, based on intensive and scholarly research. From an outline of the 
history of the early houses and their managements, he passes after about 1800 to an 
account of every production in every season, mentioning the qualities of all the 
principal singers, the standard of the orchestral playing and details of production. 
These are mostly quoted selectively from the contemporary press, until the last few 
decades, for which Mr. Rosenthal has been able to give his own critical opinions, 
supplemented from the official archives. Beautifully produced and illustrated, this 
is a book of permanent value which every serious opera-goer should possess.

JAZZ IN BRITAIN. David Boulton. W. H. Allen, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 
206 pages. Illustrations. Discography. Index. 
Mr. Boulton’s title is slightly misleading. He is a vigorous and extremely lucid writer 
on jazz from the point of view of musical theory, and indeed one of the few English 
authorities on the subject capable of presenting his case in terms of solid musical 
criticism. Recognising that the influences of American jazz in this country have 
seldom been clearly explained, he takes considerable trouble to trace its history and 
contends that a distinctive British product has finally emerged. Where his book falls 
short is in its sketchy picture of the jazz ‘industry’ and its sociological as distinct from 
its musical history. (785-42)

THIRD STEPS IN BALLET. Basic Allegro Steps for Home Practice. 
Thalia Mara. Constable, tos.6d. 1958. Obl. 21-5 cm. 64 pages. Illustrations by 
Louise Holmgren. 

This volume completes a useful series. It treats the simpler jumps and connecting 

steps after the style of a model student’s model notebook, by drawings, instructions 

and advisory notes, strictly and only for use when working with a qualified teacher 

who approves it. Louise Holmbren’s illustrations are simple, clear and charming.

Sports and Games 

10 FOR 66 AND ALL THAT. Arthur Mailey. Phoenix Sports Books, 15s. 
1958. 21 cm. 174 pages. Illustrations by the author. 

Arthur Mailey was one of the finest googly bowlers Australia has ever produced. 

He is also an able cartoonist and an experienced cricketing journalist. His book is one 

of lively opinion rather than autobiographical narrative. He delivers judgment on 

the slow bowlers, great batsmen and Test captains he has known, and has much to 

say of the changes in Test selection and tactics that have taken place in his lifetime. 

An outspoken writer, his views on cricket on and off the field are always worth 

hearing. (796) 


BATTER’S CASTLE. A ramble round the realm of cricket. Ian Peebles. 
Souvenir Press, 16s. 1958. 22 cm. 192 pages. 
Mr. Peebles is as attractive a writer on cricket as has appeared since Mr. Neville 
Cardus first began to publish, and his gifts are strengthened by the authority of a 
brief but brilliant Test Match career. This is a discursive book in which he reminisces 
about the players and matches he has known at first hand and reviews the changes in 
the game over the last thirty years. He is particularly knowledgeable on spin bowling, 
while his curiosity ranges from a comparison of Yorkshire and Surrey cricket to a 
discussion of cricket attire. He is also an excellent raconteur. (796) 
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THE ENCYCLOPAEDIA OF LAWN TENNIS. Compiled by Maurice 
Brady. Introduction by Victor Seixas. Hale, 15s. 1958. 22 cm. 180 pages. 
Illustrations. 

A reference book for the enthusiast, providing useful information about the game 

and its history. It is mainly devoted to brief biographies of prominent players and 

particulars of the results of championships and international matches. As an 
encyclopaedia it could have been improved by the inclusion of information about 
some of the terms used in the game; as a ‘who's who’ in lawn tennis it is good.

MODERN ATHLETICS. The Achilles Club. Edited by H. A. Meyer. 
Oxford University Press, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 222 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
Index. 

The first authoritative textbook by the Achilles Club on the technique and perform- 

ance of track and field events was published in 1938. This work is its logical successor, 

an entirely new book reflecting the fundamental changes which have taken place in 
international athletic competition. The famous Club is able to draw on the experience 
and expert knowledge of many outstanding athletes and their contributions to this 
volume are therefore well-informed. They are also ably written and sometimes 
controversial.

SAILING PRIMER. W. D. Park. Bell, tos.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 110 pages. 
Diagrams. (Bell Handbooks) 
The author has had long and varied experience as an instructor in sailing and has 
here condensed a full course into nine progressive sessions. Starting with the choice 
and cost of a boat, he takes the novice through starting drill, sail setting, leaving and 
picking up moorings under all conditions of wind and tide, emergency actions, 
ots in use aboard, and every sailing manoeuvre. The text is written in simple 
language, amplified by clear diagrams, and no essential point of small boat sailing is 
omitted. (797°1) 


UNDER FULL SAIL. Photographs by Morris Rosenfeld. Commentary by 
Everett B. Morris. Harrap, 45s. 1958. 27-5 cm. 224 pages. 196 photographs. 
No subject could be more suited to the art of the expert photographer than a yacht 
in sail. For over fifty years Morris Rosenfeld has ine his artistic sensitivity and 
outstanding craftsmanship to this highly specialised form. The superb photographs 
of American yachts shown here bridge three generations of sail from canvas, wood 
and hemp to nylon, aluminium and stainless steel. They include all types of craft 
from windjammer to dinghy as well as names made famous in races for the America’s 
Cup and other events of national and local importance. The introductory text and 
descriptive notes harmoniously complete a volume that compels the admiration of 
yachtsman, camera enthusiast and the ordinary man who is neither. (797°14) 


THE ANGLER’S COMPANION. Bernard Venables. Allen & Unwin, 
$2s.6d. 1958. 25 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by the author. 
Bibliography. 

This very full treatise will rank high among the classic works on the art of angling 

and the high standard of its production is worthy of its technical and literary merit. 

All the essential details and many others of interest are covered by its wide range: 

the angler’s fishes; salmon, trout, and coarse fishing waters of Britain; rods, reels and 
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baits; natural and artificial flies; the angler’s methods, including knots; and a guide 
to catching the principal species. There are fascinating stories of memorable catches 
and some useful notes on the laws governing angling. The author is also an 
accomplished artist and provides his own illustrations in colour and line, which have 
the accurate detail of draughtsmanship required in such a study. (799°1) 


A BREATH OF THE WILDS. W. Robert Foran. Hale, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 
206 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Major Foran, a recognised authority on big game, went to East Africa over fifty 
years ago and it is about these early days that he writes. As well as recording some 
outstanding hunting safaris, the book is a study of wild life in its natural environment 
a knowledge of which adds immeasurably to the fascination of stalking and shooting 
animals with cither rifle or camera. It is full of interesting and little known details 
about the elephant, ‘white’ rhinoceros, leopard, hippopotamus, crocodile and birds, 
including the honey-guide. There are also chapters on the African’s hunting methods, 
the speed of animals and their natural camouflage, and lion-spearing by the Masai, a 
master warrior tribe. (799°26096) 


THE BOOK OF THE BOW. Gordon Grimley. Putnam, 30s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 
242 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 
The rapid post-war revival of archery should ensure the success of this definitive and 
well-written book, much of which is drawn from rare sources. After a comprehensive 
survey from prchistoric times through the triumph of the 14th century to the present, 
there are chapters that fully cover the archer’s equipment, target and field archery in 
which hunting is included, and some fascinating extracts from ‘An Archer’s Scrap- 
book’. In 1940 a British archer killed an enemy soldier with a long bow and hunting 
arrow, the only such feat in Europe for centuries, although a French bowman has 
since repeatedly emulated the legend of William Tell. (799°32) 


LITERATURE 


THE SHAPING SPIRIT. Studies in Modern English and American Poets. 
A. Alvarez. Chatto & Windus, 15s. 1958. 20 cm. 192 pages.. 
The relationship between English and American poetry in the present century and 
the cross-fertilisation of the two cultures forms the nucleus of this loosely linked but 
closely argued group of essays. Yeats and Eliot, Pound and Lawrence, Hart Crane, 
Empson and Auden, all of them authors intensely conscious or productive of trans- 
atlantic influence, are his principal subjects. Mr. Alvarez is a vigorous and persuasive 
writer, equally at home with the details of modern poetic technique and the larger 
judgments of aesthetics and tradition; there is no more gifted young critic of poetry 
practising in England today. (808-1) 


American Literature 
THE AMERICAN NOVEL AND ITS TRADITION. Richard Chase. 
Bell, 16s. 1958. 19 cm. 280 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

What are the special qualities which distinguish the American from, say, the English 
novel? Mr. Chase, who is a member of the English Faculty at Columbia University, 
considers the novels of Charles Brockden Brown, Cooper, Hawthorne, Melville, 
Mark Twain, Henry James, Frank Norris, George Washington Cable, Howells, 
F. Scott Fitzgerald and Faulkner with this question in mind. The American novel, 
he concludes, tends to the Romance rather than the novel as understood in England; 
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to the poetic and symbolic, rather than the realistic. An illuminating study, well 
illustrated by examples. (813-09) 


THE POWER OF BLACKNESS: Hawthorne: Poe: Melville. Harry 
Levin. Faber, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 208 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
In this exciting examination of the themes and images employed by Hawthorne, 
Poe and Melville, the author suggests that Romance, not Realism, is the characteristic 
mode of American fiction and that a sense of tragic misgiving, rather than a cheerful 
fiction and that a sense of tragic misgiving, rather than a cheerful optimism, lies at 
the root of its most significant achievement in the field of literature. He considers 
the historical reasons why this should be so, and traces the continuity of this tradition 
in the writing of the present day. Professor Levin is already known for his provocative 
and stimulating studies of James Joyce and Marlowe. (813-3) 


English Literature 
ENGLAND’S ON THE ANVIL! and Other Essays. John Raymond. 
Collins, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 256 pages. 

A selection of the author’s longish book reviews mainly written for the weekly 
New Statesman over the last decade. Mr. Raymond is well-read, especially in the 
byways of modern fiction and biography, and is himself immensely readable. An 
impish performer, he delights in pricking orthodox opinion, whether in politics, 
literature or manners, and is at his happiest on subjects where a literary and an 
historical judgment can be combined. These range widely from studies of Coke and 
Evelyn to Sir Winston Churchill’s latest history. Mr. Raymond attacks the essayist 
Lytton Strachey vigorously, but is himself perhaps the most obvious embodiment of 
the Stracheian virtues and vices writing today. (820-4) 


DOCTOR JOHNSON AND OTHERS. S. C. Roberts. Cambridge 
University Press, 18s.6d. 1958. 20°5 cm. 184 pages. 
This collection of essays and addresses by the Master of Pembroke College, 
Cambridge, will attract the serious student and delight the general reader who has a 
love for literature. The four essays on Dr. Johnson—as moralist, churchman, 
biographer, man of imagination—will be welcomed by all Johnsonians, and the other 
essays, on Thomas Fuller (clergyman and antiquary), Pepys and Boswell as diarists, 
the poet Thomas Gray and Max Beerbohm (essayist and caricaturist), are written 
with the same discernment. These are essays to be enjoyed quietly, like good wine.

ESSAYS AND STUDIES 1958. Being Volume Eleven of the New Series 
of Essays and Studies collected for the English Association by Basil Willey. 
Murray, 12s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 126 pages. 
A stimulating collection of critical essays in which every century from the 14th with 
Langland to the 19th with G. H. Lewes is represented. The emphasis is on interpreta- 
tion and appreciation, sometimes within a limited frame as in F. T. Prince’s fine 
assessment of the last two Books of Milton’s Paradise Lost and A. E. Dyson’s subtle 
analysis of the operation of Swift’s irony in Gulliver’s Travels, sometimes more 
widely as in C. B. Cox’s admirable study of the nature and significance of the comic 
art of Dickens. There is an interesting discussion of the relation between poetry and 
music in Elizabethan madrigals by John Stevens, and an examination is made of 
Lamb’s letters to Coleridge in 1796-7 so as to bring out the contribution made by 
Lamb to the formation of Coleridge’s literary taste. (820-4) 
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A BOOK OF ENGLAND. Edited by Ivor Brown. Collins, 10s.6d. 1958. 
18-5 cm. $12 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
An anthology chosen to illustrate the customs, tastes, sports, characteristics and 
landscapes of England. It consists of short passages of verse and prose which cover a 
very wide range of classical and modern English literature, including lyrical and 
dramatic poetry, set-pieces from novels and histories, essays, speeches and 
descriptions of the countryside. The selection is traditional in taste and preserves a 
high standard: the illustrations are more remarkable for variety than for the quality 
of their reproduction. (820-8) 


SPRINGTIME TWO. An Anthology of Current Trends in Literature. 

Edited by Peter Owen and Wendy Owen. Peter Owen, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 126 pages. 
The first anthology appeared five years ago and was edited by G. S. Fraser: it was 
confined then to new poetry written by British authors under forty and was unified 
by a personal taste in verse. The second volume extends its range much further at 
the expense of consistency: it includes sketches and short stories, there are American 
besides British authors and several belong to an older generation. The level of writing 
varies greatly, the poetry being generally much superior to the prose. (820-8) 


English Poetry 
THE POETICAL WORKS OF JOHN MILTON. Edited by Helen 
Darbishire. Oxford University Press, 16s. 1958. 22 cm. 644 pages. Index. (Oxford 
Standard Authors) 
Milton deserves a text that represents faithfully the form in which he desired his 
poetry to be set out, and Miss Darbishire has devoted years of study to the manu- 
scripts and copies printed and corrected during his lifetime in order to achieve this. 
The present volume follows the text established by Miss Darbishire in the Oxford 
English Text edition (1952, 1955). A brief introduction outlining Milton’s principles 
of spelling and punctuation precedes the complete collection of his poetry, which 
includes the verses quoted and translated by him in the prose works. Further in- 
valuable additions are the Appendices containing selected passages from Comus and 
Lycidas preserved in the Trinity Manuscript, and modern translations of Milton’s 
Italian, Latin and Greek poems. (821-4) 


ANDREW MARVELL. John Press. Longmans for the British Council, 2s. 
1958. 21°5 cm. 42 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper covers. 
(Bibliographical Supplements to “British Book News’) 

Marvell’s reputation rests on a handful of love-poems and pastoral lyrics in the 

‘metaphysical’ style, which combine with the expected sensuality of the subject an 

extraordinarily concentrated intellectual power, a complexity of meaning beneath 

their deceptively simple surfaces which continues to engross the commentators. 

Mr. Press strikes a skilful balance between the historical and the poetic interest of 

Marvell’s life, touches on his less familiar work as a satirist and provides an eloquent 

appreciation of his lyrical poetry. (821-4) 


THE TRIUMPH OF THE MUSE and Other Poems. John Heath-Stubbs. 
Oxford University Press, 12s.6d. 1958. 18-5 cm. 76 pages. 

Mr. Heath-Stubbs is a poet of great technical versatility, and this volume contains 

verses in many modes, lyrics, reflective poems, parodies, translations from the Greek, 

many of them displaying an effortless scholarship which occasionally leans over into 
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affectation. The principal work here is a full-length satire, a form scarcely attempted 
in England since Roy Campbell’s The Georgiad and then not in the terza rima which 
Heath-Stubbs employs with great dexterity. The subject is a visit to the world’s 
poets during their after-life; the form parodies the Divine Comedy of Dante and the 
theme is handled for the most part with exceptional wit and imagination. (821-9) 


BAYONET AND GRASS. Poems by T. Inglis Moore. Angus & 
Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and London), A17s.6d.; 16s. 1957 : 1958. 22 cm. 
88 pages. 

Distinguished both as a poet and a critic, T. Inglis Moore presents his third book of 

poems. These are drawn from his experiences in war and in peace, and he tries to find 

the relationship between these two conflicting aspects of life. From the urgency and 
deeply felt pangs of the battlefield, he turns to the beauty of the enduring countryside 
with its creative joy and purpose, and at all times there is a strong feeling of realism 
in his work. (821-9A) 


English Drama 
SHAKESPEARE AND HIS CRITICS. F. E. Halliday. 2nd edition. 
Duckworth, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 350 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Indexes. 

This represents a considerably revised version of the second part of the book originally 
published under this title in 1949. The first part had contained a general survey of 
Shakespeare’s life and contemporaries and various technical aspects of his work. 
The second part, which summarises Shakespearean critical theory and includes an 
anthology of passages of both general and detailed criticism, originally stopped short 
at about 1930 and has now been considerably expanded. Space prevents this selection 
from being sufficiently comprchensive to satisfy the expert, but it should prove a 
serviceable guide for the general reader and the select bibliography is soundly chosen 
for the student. (822-3) 


RETURN TO DANES HILL. A Tragic Comedy in Three Acts. Ashley 
Dukes. Samuel French, 7s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 92 pages. 
Ashley Dukes, theatre critic, historian and manager, and a playwright from 1910 
to the present day, has now written a contemporary drama concerning the return 
of a famous scientist to his country home in the West of England. There are few 
characters and almost no movement, yet in the carefully interwoven dialogue much 
action, some violent, is recalled into the present so that, when the curtain falls, the 
lives of each protagonist, as they concern one another, have disclosed themselves 
completely, and the analogy with Hamlet, suggested by the names of the characters, 
is revealed. (822-9) 


THE VOICE OF SHEM. Passages from Finnegans Wake. James Joyce. 
Freely adapted for the theatre by Mary Manning. Introduction by Denis Johnston. 
Faber, 15s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 90 pages. 

The idea of adapting Finnegans Wake for dramatic performance originated in 

America, where Joyce is more studied academically than in Britain. Miss Manning 

has compressed the vast bulk of the original—the subconscious workings of a man’s 

mind during a single night—into some seventy pages divided into six episodes. The 
great advantage of this presentation is that the separate voices are clearly indicated and 
for most readers whatever is lost in complexity is gained in coherence. Shem repre- 
sents the author’s voice and this dominates the adaptation; while it is difficult to judge 
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the aural effect from the text, the handling of the Anna Livia Plurabelle sequence 
seems particularly successful. (822-9) 


BREAKSPEAR IN GASCONY. A Play in Three Acts. Eric Linklater. 
Macmillan, 12s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 170 pages. 
Mr. Linklater adopts a Shavian approach to this historical comedy set in 15th century 
Gascony. The language is strictly modern and the local colour is ideological rather 
than physical. A petty baron discovers that his rival, an enterprising commander just 
discovering the potentialities of gunpowder, is campaigning ayainst him, not to carry 
off his daughter but to release an Albigensian monk imprisoned in his dungeon: he 
plans to join forces with this heretical preacher and create a secular and religious 
leadership that will sweep Europe. These ideas are vigorously expounded and the 
dialogue is often witty, but the plot is too involved to achieve any striking dramatic 
effect. (822-9) 


Swedish Literature 
THREE PLAYS BY AUGUST STRINDBERG. The Father; Miss 
Julia; Easter. Newly translated from the Swedish by Peter Watts. Penguin Books, 
38.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 176 pages. Paper covers. (Penguin Classics) 
Of these three plays by the great Swedish dramatist (1849-1912) the most widely 
known, The Father, a tragedy in three acts, was written in 1887, at the start of his 
realistic period. In Miss Julia, a naturalistic tragedy, written a year later, Strindberg 
abolished arbitrary act divisions and the action is continuous through the long Mid- 
summer Eve. In both these plays there are references to events, thoughts and feelings 
in his own tormented life. Easter, 1901, a play in three acts, is again reminiscent, this 
time of his youth, but throughout a mystical spirit prevails. There is a biographical 
introduction and each play is prefaced by a few critical notes. (839-726) 


Norwegian Literature 
THE WILD DUCK. Henrik Ibsen. English adaptation by Max Faber. 
Heinemann, 6s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 128 pages. Boards. (The Drama Library) 

Many attempts have been made to translate the works of the great Norwegian drama- 
tist into the language of the present day, yet most have failed. Max Faber, who has 
already made several transcriptions—his version of The Wild Duck itself having had 
two recent London productions—explains in his prefatory note that his aim has been 
to achieve a ‘circumstantial’ translation, which necessarily involves adaptation. T. C. 
Worsley, dramatic critic, gives a brief analysis of The Wild Duck, which he describes 
as ‘Ibsen’s most perfect play’, when considered as a work of art. (839-822) 


French Literature 


ENDGAME. A Play in one Act followed by ACT WITHOUT WORDS. 
A Mime for one Player. Samuel Beckett. Translated from the original French by 
the author. Faber, 10s.6d. 1958. 20-5 cm. 60 pages. 

Mr. Beckett’s vision of human life bears a curious resemblance to a recent French 

novel, The Blockhouse, which describes the accidental entombment of a group of men 

for six years. In contrast to Waiting for Godot the despair in Endgame is unrelieved: 
there is a blind man, his two almost inarticulate parents and his attendant, all living 
apparently at the end of existence: the action consists of soliloquies on death and 
confused memories of a more tolerable life. Nevertheless, the play makes an impact 
as an allegorical statement of the fears of modern man. The mime depicts a somewhat 
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similar situation: a man driven into a desert is steadily deprived of all means of 
subsistence. (842-9) 


DUEL OF ANGELS (Pour Lwuecréce). Jean Giraudoux. Translated from the 
French by Christopher Fry. Methuen, 8s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 74 pages. 
M. Giraudoux’s last play departs from his familiar dramatic idiom and takes the form 
of a period piece, a melodrama from one aspect, a morality from another, on the 
theme of chastity. The virtue of Lucille, the wife of the new magistrate in Aix-en- 
Provence, affronts the town’s easy-going society and she is tricked into believing she 
has lost it, the story ending trogically with her suicide when she discovers the truth. 
A bald summary cannot do justice to the force and irony of M. Giraudoux’s dramatic 
logic, which constitutes the play’s appeal. The translation, surprisingly, is not up to 
Mr. Fry’s best. (842-9) 


EUGENE IONESCO: PLAYS. Vol. If. Amédée, or How to Get Rid of It; 
The New Tenant; Victims of Duty. Translated from the French by Donald Watson. 
Calder, 18s. 1958. 20-5 cm. 176 pages. 

The principal item in this volume is one of M. Ionesco’s most significant works, 

Amédée or How to Get Rid of It, a study in guilt and procrastination. A bourgeois couple 

have a corpse in their bedroom which steadily increases in size, pushing everything 

out to make room for it. The author makes his point with peculiar force, namely, that 
humanity, faced with such a monstrosity, reacts with alternating bouts of optimism 
and futile activity, but, as elsewhere, M. Ionesco offers no solution. The two other 
plays are brief intellectual charades, entertaining but not of comparable stature.

THE EGG. A Play in Two Acts. Félicien Marceau. Translated from the 
French by Charles Frank. Faber, 10s.6d. 1958. 21 cm. 84 pages. 
This is the first published translation into English of L’ Oeuf, the satirical comedy that 
has become such an outstanding success in France. Its genre, however, does not easily 
transport and the fast moving monologue, with its frequent change of scene, did not 
settle so happily on the English stage. The motif is the ceaseless endeavour of an at 
first witless, rather cruel, egocentric young man to get inside ‘the Egg’ and thus find 
the secret of the system by which other people live. His adventures, to begin with 
almost naive and innocent, lead him to theft, adultery, and, eventually, to blackmail 
and murder. (842-9) 


Persian Literature 


CLASSICAL PERSIAN LITERATURE. A. J. Arberry. Allen & Unwin, 
358. 1958. 21-5 cm. 464 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
This is the first major work on Persian literature since the late Professor E. G. Browne 
completed his classic A Literary History of Persia (4 vols.) in 1924. Professor Arberry 
covers the five centuries of classical Persian literature, from Firdawsi to Jami, within 
the compass of a single volume, and his book is thus particularly suited to the require- 
ments of students. Of especial value to student and specialist alike are the excellent 
bibliography and the references to the work of modern Persian scholars in the field 
of literary criticism, while the copious extracts in translation enable the general reader 
to appreciate, as far as this is possible through the medium of translation, some of the 
greatest works of Persian literature. Professor Arberry envisages a second volume, 
covering the period from Jami to the present day, but this first volume in itself con- 
stitutes an important contribution to Persian studies. (891-5) 
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HISTORY [AND GEOGRAPHY] 


NATIONAL AMBITIONS. Being a Critical Study of the European Desire 

for Progress. J. R. A. Bailey. Blackwell (Oxford), 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 240 pages. Index. 
The author makes a distinction between a number of forms of progress, which are 
analysed with a great deal of learning and some wit. It is illuminating to realise that 
progress is not a modern invention but an aspiration as old as recorded history. Having 
destroyed many fallacious notions, the author might be expected to end with an 
exposure of the whole idea, but he appears to cling to the belief that one form of 
progress is still possible, namely that which moves at a snail’s pace. Written in South 
Africa, the book forms a timely reminder that the new nations of Africa are faced 
with the same temptations as those which formerly beset Europe. (901) 


THE ANNUAL REGISTER OF WORLD EVENTS. A Review of 
the Year 1957. Edited by Ivison Macadam assisted by Margaret Cleeve. Longmans, 
105s. 1958. 23 cm. 608 pages. Maps. Index. 

The contents of this invaluable reference book have been rearranged to give more 

emphasis to international affairs. Parts I and II survey the year’s events in the United 

Kingdom and in other Commonwealth countries; Part III describes the work of 

international organisations and Part IV the history of foreign countrics; Part V sum- 

marises international and United Kingdom finance, trade and industry during 1957; 

Part VI is an account of the arts and literature in Great Britain; Part VII, on scientific 

events, includes an account of the first achievements of the International Geophysical 

Year and of the Russian Sputnik and preliminary spatial experiments; and Part VIII 

covers both international and United Kingdom law. (902-05)

THE THRONES OF EARTH AND HEAVEN. Photographs by Roloff 
Beny. Thames & Hudson, 84s. 1958. 32 cm. 182 pages. Maps. 

This magnificent collection of photographs of the monuments of Mediterranean 
civilisation, Egyptian, Greek, Roman, Christian and Mohammedan, is a remarkable 
feat of reproduction. Mr. Beny is a Canadian painter who explores many different 
photographic techniques. In his architectural studies, he achieves a wonderful play of 
light on stone and shows a special gift for relating single details to the surrounding 
landscape. In representing sculpture the background is often blocked out or un- 
focussed and he brings off remarkable effects of modelling by printing on dark paper. 
The book traverses the whole Mediterranean, and short chapters of admirably evoca- 
tive prose are contributed by Freya Stark, Jean Cocteau, Bernard Berenson and Rose 
Macaulay, together with poems by Stephen Spender. (914) 


OUR NATIONAL HERITAGE. John Moore. Phoenix House, 12s.6d. 
1958. 25°5 cm. 122 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Index. 
Every page contains a fair-sized photograph of a scene or a building of special beauty 
or interest; a descriptive note; a small road map which will guide the motorist, and 
in many cases a small photograph or old engraving which is relevant—e.g. a portrait 
of Dickens with the College Gateway at Rochester, a photograph of a village black- 
smith at work at Cockington. The book covers England, Wales and Scotland, with 
separate sections on sport and pastimes and on craftsmanship. The visiting motorist 
will find it particularly useful. (9142) 
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WALES IN COLOUR. Introductory text and notes on the illustrations 
by Wyn Griffith. Batsford, 16s. 1958. 24°5 cm. 96 pages. 24 photographs in colour. 
Map. 

The sub-title of this book—*A Collection of Colour Photographs’—does it less than 
justice, for the introduction occupies half of it and half of the remainder is devoted 
to notes on the illustrations. Mr. Griffith’s introductory text is, in reality, a series of 
delightful little essays, informative, accurate, and written with quiet charm. The full- 
page colour photographs of castles, ancient buildings, seascapes and peaceful country- 
side, are very good indeed. This is Wales. (914°29) 


ROADS TO ROME. From Pisa, Bologna and Ravenna to the Eternal 
City. Thames & Hudson, 21s. 1958. 24 cm. 92 pages. 72 plates. 7 drawings. 4 maps. 
(Beautiful Highways Series) 

Both in the imperial age and today the Italian people have been among the master 

road-builders of the world, and this travel book finds a new approach to the Italian 

landscape and some of its noblest cities by following three of the great highways of 
antiquity. These are the Via Aurelia, Via Cassia and Via Flaminia, which connect Pisa, 

Bologna and Ravenna respectively to Rome. The book is generously illustrated with 

monochrome photographs of buildings, sculpture and the countryside. The text 

ingeniously blends quotations from famous writers on Italy with geographical and

NAPLES AND CAMPANIA REVISITED. Edward Hutton. Hollis & 
Carter, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 298 pages. Illustrations. Map. Index. 

An up-to-date travel book written with the blend of historical scholarship, knowledge 
of the Italian character and feeling for landscape of which Mr. Hutton is a master. 
A traveller for some fifty years, he is distressed by the noise and the mass tourism of 
post-war Italy; nevertheless he can still recommend plenty of undiscovered retreats 
for the discriminating visitor. A third of the book is devoted to the city of Naples. 
Outside, his survey is bounded by Monte Cassino on the north, Benevento on the 
east and Paestum on the south; he also writes of the islands. He is concerned through- 
out with art, history and tradition rather than the more material tourist attractions.

The Northern Spain volume in this excellent series was first published in 1930. It has 

been revised and enlarged by John H. Harvey, who made seven visits to Spain for the 

purpose, and is ‘the most complete guide to this part of the country ever published 
in English’. It extends as far south as Madrid, Toledo, Plasencia, and Valencia, and 
now includes many places and districts rendered accessible by recent improvements 
in roads and accommodation. There are authoritative articles on the history of Spain 
and on the painting, architecture, and sculpture in which it is so rich. North-Western 

France first appeared in 1926. The area covered is bounded on the east by a line drawn 

from Le Tréport past the outskirts of Paris to Bourges, and on the south Poitiers, 

La Rochelle, and Rochefort are included. Special attention has been given to the 
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Normandy battlefields of 1944. The introductory articles on Normandy, Brittany, 
and the provinces of the Loire are brief but useful. (914°6) (914-4) 


PENINSULAR PARADOX. Peter de Polnay. MacGibbon & Kee, 18s.

This book, the work of an experienced traveller and writer, is the result of a three- 
year’s stay in various regions of Spain. The author attempts to explain the Spanish 
character and scene by analysing the great diversity between the different provinces of 
the Peninsula and by showing how national institutions strive to mould them into one. 
It is easy to get a false impression of Spain and often the visitor is told only what he 
seems to want to hear. The author is well aware of this danger which he avoided by 
talking and listening to everyone he met. This is a friendly book which will appeal 
to all who prefer the personal approach. (914°6) 


THE HILLS OF ALENTEJO. Huldine V. Beamish. Bles, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 
224 pages. Illustrations. Map. 
Miss Beamish and a friend manage the large estate of Relva in the Portuguese province 
of Alentejo where the rolling hills march with the Spanish border. This is not a 
farming book, but a simple affectionate account of everyday agricultural life as 
disciplined by the seasons. The Portuguese peasant works hard and long and the 
traditional methods of farming have remained unchanged for centuries. But rural 
pursuits bring their own reward, and the bucolic scenes of sowing and harvesting, 
olive-picking, chestnut-gathering, wine-pressing, sheep-shearing and bull-fighting 
here portrayed reveal the deep satisfaction of peaceful achievement. A refreshingly 
restful work by an author in complete accord with her environment. (914-695) 


THE MOREA. Robert Liddell. Cape, 25s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 
Illustrations. Map. Index. 
The southern peninsula of Greece is Mr. Liddell’s subject. His book is the fruit of many 
journeys, which gives it an unhurried, almost casual air, deceptively, because he covers 
not only the province itself but the islands of the Saronic Gulf extremely thoroughly. 
On the mythology, history, art and monuments, he combines sound scholarship with 
vigorous personal opinions. He enjoys walks and views and is a particularly good guide 
in regions which lie off the beaten track. He writes with an attractive urbanity en- 
livened by occasional outbursts of ferocity. (914°95) 


EARLY SITES OF CHRISTIANITY. Peter Bamm. Translated from the 
German by Stanley Godman. Faber, 21s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 240 pages. Illustrations.

The story of a pilgrimage from Athens and Athos to Mount Sinai by way of many 
biblical sites in Syria, Mesopotamia and Palestine. The author, a German surgeon, 
outlines the history of each place he visited, describing the modern setting and inter- 
twining myth and legend with anecdotes from his journeyings. He relates his 
experiences to the biblical narrative and is concerned to show how archaeological 
discoveries illumine and often confirm the sacred text. While not all his statements 
will command universal assent, the writer has given us a lively and attractive book.

1958 is the centenary year of the establishment of the colony of British Columbia and 

this volume is a magnificent commemoration of the anniversary. The Editorial Board 

have assembled poetry and prose by approximately two thousand authors, reflecting 
the history of British Columbia from the days of the early explorers, the varied 
natural beauties of the Province, and social and cultural life; the lavish illustrations not 
only give a comprehensive portrayal of British Columbia and its people but are often 
admirable examples of the photographer’s skill and the editor’s perception. The variety 
of contents and the high standard of production make this a most important work in 
every way.

THE SIXTH CONTINENT. Arthur Scholes. Allen & Unwin, 21s. 1958.

The story of the discovery and exploration of Australia is a fascinating one; it stretches 
from the days when mariners of all nations ventured into the unknown Pacific to the 
opening up of the desert interior of the country. This book is a general account of 
these journeys and of the men who made them, written competently though without 
any new contribution to make. The main narrative is illustrated with photographs 
of the areas penetrated by the major explorers and with a number of portraits. The 
appendices include a useful “Who's Who’ of explorers of Australia. (919-4) 


FROM THE ENDS OF THE EARTH. An Anthology of Polar Writings.

This anthology compiled by one who himself wintered alone for five months on the 

Greenland icecap is a happy conception, brilliantly executed. The extracts, prefaced 

by admirable notes setting each in its context, are grouped in five sections—the Age 

of Conjecture, of the Vikings, of the Merchant Adventurers, of the Navy and of 

Attainment—and range from Homer and the Icelandic Saga to the writings of, or 

accounts of the voyages of, Frobisher, Barents, Cook, Franklin, Nansen, Shackleton, 

Ramussen, Gino Watkins and many more. Here is exciting narrative, penetrating 

observation, magnificent description—much of it taken from books now largely 

inaccessible to the general reader.

SIR CHARLES BELL: HIS LIFE AND TIMES. Sir Gordon Gordon- 
Taylor and E. W. Walls. Livingstone, 42s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 300 pages. Illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 

The doyen of British surgeons has written this excellent biography of his eminent 

predecessor at the Middlesex Hospital jointly with the Courtauld Professor of 

Anatomy in the University of London. As Bell’s name is already well known for his 

eponymous connection with various clinical states and anatomical structures, the 
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authors decided to study their subject against the background of his time, a stirring 
period in English history. Bell was born and educated in Edinburgh, coming to 
London at the age of thirty by which time he had published five works on anatomy. 
There are chapters on contemporary London, the Windmill Street School of Anatomy 
and the foundation of the Middlesex Hospital Medical School, as well as detailed 
descriptions of Bell’s work. (92) 


A VISION OF STEEL. The Life of G. D. Delprat. Paquita Mawson. 
F, W. Cheshire (Melbourne, Australia), 42s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 284 pages. Illustrations. 
Maps. Index. 

G. D. Delprat, the General Manager of the Broken Hill Proprietary Company Limited 

from 1898 to 1921, was Dutch by birth, and spent many of his early years as a mining 

engineer in Spain, but it was in Australia that his greatest contribution to the fields of 
engineering and industry was made, as he was largely responsible for the transforma- 
tion of the B.H.P. from a non-ferrous mining enterprise to iron and steel manufacture. 

This biography, written by his daughter, Lady Mawson, deals, however, with the 

personal side of Delprat’s life rather than his technical and administrative achievements, 

but it gives a lively and penetrating picture of the personality and character which led 

to his success. (92) 


QUAKER HOMESPUN. The Life of Thomas Fox of Wellington, Serge 
Maker and Banker, 1747-1821. Hubert Fox. Allen & Unwin, 12s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 
136 pages. Illustrations. Map. 

Thomas Fox became a partner in his grandfather’s century-old woollen business in 

Wellington, Somerset, in 1772, only a few years after the invention of the spinning 

jenny and the steam engine. This account of his life, based partly on the records held 

by his successors, the firm of Fox Brothers and Co., illustrates the opportunities and 
difficulties arising to the small manufacturer from the new developments, and des- 
cribes the hindrances to trade caused by the Napoleonic Wars. The book provides 
good background material for the economic historian, besides being a charming 
description of the life of a Quaker family. (92) 


A PLACE OF STONES. John Giscard. Heinemann, 21s. 1958. 20 cm. 
254 pages. 
Autobiographies too often tend to sentimentalise their authors’ earliest experiences. 
Far from doing this, Mr. Giscard’s recollections of his lower middle-class boyhood 
on the Lancashire coast dwell on the primitive cruelty of the world he inhabited then. 
Many of his memories are violent ones: of how ferocious small boys can be, of the 
nightmares that beset an imaginative child after his first contact with death. More of 
the terrors and miseries of childhood than its wonders are here, although the author’s 
early delight in the vast, flat spaces of that northern seashore is vividly communicated, 
and the whole book has a vitality which catches the very feel and flavour of remem- 
bered experience. (92) 


KING JAMES IV OF SCOTLAND. A Brief Survey of his Life and 
Times. R. L. Mackie. Oliver & Boyd, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 312 pages. Illustrations. 
Maps. Bibliography. Index. 

There was a place for a thorough study of a king whose career is mainly interesting 

outside Scotland because of his relations with Henry VIII, ending in his disastrous 

defeat and death at Flodden Field. No one is better equipped to write on James than 
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Dr. Mackie, who has previously shown his deep acquaintance with the documents of 
the reign in his edition of James IV’s letters. In this scholarly book he surveys the 
reign and personality of an interesting character, and makes a contribution not only to 
Scottish history but to Anglo Scottish relations in an important period. (92) 


THE STORY OF MY LIFE. Vol. I. 1873-1922. M. R. Jayakar. Asia 
Publishing House (Bombay, India), Rs. 25.00. 1958. 22°5 cm. 644 pages. Illustrations. 
Index. 

Dr. Jayakar, who was born in Bombay, studied law in London from 1903 to 1905, 

and recalls some of his impressions of English life. Returning to Bombay as a barrister 

he became in due course a judge of the Federal Court of India, taking an active part 
meanwhile in the strivings towards Indian independence. The student of modern 

Indian affairs will appreciate his very full account of these activities, and his reminis- 

cences of Gandhi and other personalities with whom he was in close contact. The 

present volume ends with an account of the findings of the Civil Disobedience 

Committee (1922). (92) 


MY BROTHER’S KEEPER. Stanislaus Joyce. Edited with an Introduction 
by Richard Ellman. Faber, 25s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 258 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
Professor Stanislaus Joyce devoted much of his early life to helping his famous brother. 
This memoir was incomplete when he died and most of it goes no further than the 
year 1905 when James Joyce was twenty-two, though it was in fact during the next 
ten years that Stanislaus did most by his devotion and practical capacity to protect his 
brother from the consequences of his lack of worldly wisdom. But although the 
period covered is comparatively short, the author's picture of the Joyce family, of the 
sons’ relationship to their father, and of Dublin life at that time is of the greatest 
interest, for while he remained deeply attached to James, he was in no way blind to 
his faults. His book is extremely well written. (92) 


LIFE RARELY TELLS. An Autobiographical Account ending in the year 
1921 and situated mostly in Brisbane, Queensland. Jack Lindsay. Bodley Head, 21s. 
1958. 22 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations. 

Mr. Lindsay is best known in Britain as a poet, historical novelist and translator of 

Greek and Latin verse. Here he tells the story of his early years in Australia up to the 

age of 21. It was an adventurous but unstable upbringing, often dominated by his 

father, an artist and an attractive personality who deserted the home early, but re- 
appeared during his son’s adolescence. The assertive, self-willed family background is 
very well described and the account of the young poet's aesthetic and intellectual 
development is also interesting. It is a pity that the narrative lapses too frequently into 
a strained poeticised prose. (92) 


FRANCES ANNE. The Life and Times of Frances Anne, Marchioness of 
Londonderry, and her husband Charles, Third Marquess of Londonderry. Edith, 
Marchioness of Londonderry. Macmillan, 30s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 330 pages. 
Illustrations (1 in colour). Sources. Index. 


Frances Anne Vane Tempest (1800-1865), a great heiress of Durham coalfield property, 
married in 1819 a distinguished Peninsular War officer, then ambassador in Vienna. 
When he became third Marquess of Londonderry, Frances Anne’s career began as 
the rather ostentatious and arrogant society grande dame who, with the development 
of the Durham property, became one of the pionecrs in welfare work among tenants 
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and work people. The whole book helps to the understanding of an age: post- 
Napoleonic Europe, parliamentary, industrial and social change in England. The 
author’s shrewd comments, use of journals and admirable use of authorities have 
made this a biography of historical value. (92) 


MY DEAREST LOUISE. Marie-Louise and Napoleon 1813-1814. 
Unpublished Letters from the Empress with Previously Published Replies from 
Napoleon. Collected and annotated by C.-F. Palmstierna. Translated from the 
French by E. M. Wilkinson. Methuen, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 268 pages. Illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This is an item for collectors of Napoleon literature. These letters from the Emperor’s 

royal spouse cover but a brief period in their married life. They are not remarkable 

for disclosures, for the Empress was no political woman: but as one at least partly 
responsible for Napoleon’s breakaway from Elba she is of some significance. For the 
historian the interest of the collection lies in the story of how these documents have 
at last come to light in the archives of the Swedish royal family at Stockholm, thus 
ending the speculations long current about them. (92) 


THE PASSIONATE EXILES. Madame de Staél and Madame Recamier. 
Maurice Levaillant. Translated from the French by Malcolm Barnes. Allen & 
Unwin, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 358 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

[he careers of Mme. de Staél and Mme. Recamier form a part of an extraordinarily 

complex tapestry which embraces both the political and diplomatic and also the 

literary world of the Napoleonic era. M. Levaillant, an authority on Chateaubriand, 
another leading actor in the story, conceived this book some twenty years ago when 
some important unpublished papers of Mme. Recamier were made available to him, 
and meanwhile the discovery of Constant’s Cecile in 1951 provided further valuable 
evidence. M. Levaillant devotes his attention mainly to the friendship between the 
two women, both exiled by Napoleon, on which he throws new and valuable 
light. (92) 


THE MAN WHO PRESUMED. A Biography of Henry M. Stanley. 
Byron Farwell. Longmans, 25s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 350 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 
Bibliography. Index. 

The life of Henry Morton Stanley (1841-1904) was varied and romantic; from a child- 

hood in a Welsh workhouse he became a noted newspaper man in the United States 

before his assignment to find Livingstone turned his attention to Africa. From then 
on he was associated with that continent to the end of his life, though his last 
expedition, to relieve Emin Pasha, ended in 1890. Stanley was a man of complex 
and interesting character, but this book is concerned with the narrative of his active 
and varied life rather than with his personality; as such it tells a stirring story 
adequately. The captions to the illustrations are not always accurate. (92) 


BRIDGE TO THE SUN. Gwen Terasaki. Michael Joseph, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 
278 pages. 
The author of this excellent book, an American from Tennessee, married a Secretary 
at the Japanese Embassy in Washington in the early nineteen-thirties. She returned 
with him to Japan, accompanied him to China and back to Washington just before 
the attack on Pearl Harbour, then chose to be repatriated with him to Japan where 
they spent the war years. Meanwhile, he tried to restrain the militarists in China 
and worked himself to breaking-point to avert war with the United States. After 
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the war, though broken in health, he was appointed intermediary between the 
occupation authorities and the Emperor. He died at the outbreak of war in Korea. 
The story of their family life and their relations with Shigemitsu, Nomura and 
prominent personalitics of that time is courageous and unsentimental. (92) 


THE LATER CHURCHILLS. A. L. Rowse. Macmillan, 35s. 1958. 
22°5 cm. $44 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
Readers of Dr. Rowse’s The Early Churchills will recall that what he set out to do 
was to make a study of a family whose impact upon the history of England has been 
a memorable one. There have been three great figures in the family’s history: the 
first Duke of Marlborough and Sarah, his formidable Duchess, and—at several 
removes—Sir Winston Churchill. The two former characters set the pattern for the 
earlier volume. In this continuation Sir Winston is the dominant figure, but the 
author never forgets that it is the history of a family which he is studying, and that 
the great statesman is a member of a house whose qualities and history in no small 
part went to make him what he is. Dr. Rowse is at his best with such rich material.

THEY SPIED ON ENGLAND. Based on the German Secret Service 
War Diary of General von Lahousen. Charles Wighton and Giinter Peis. Odhams 
Press, 18s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 320 pages. Illustrations. 
So far, little has been written about German agents during World War II and this 
book, based on the best available material, gives a good cross-section of their activities. 
Among the few successes were Schmidt, a German-born Dane, who parachuted into 
England in 1940 and remained actively at large during the whole war, and Owens, 
the fanatical anti-English Welshman and master spy from 1937 until his capture in 
1941. Long-standing relations between Germany and the Irish Republican Army 
proved abortive, and other failures included the Russian-born demi-mondaine, 
Vera von Stein. (940-54) 


LOST VICTORIES. Field-Marshal Erich von Manstein. Edited and 
translated by Anthony G. Powell from the 1955 German edition. Methuen, sos. 
1958. 22 cm. $74 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Index. 

The framework of history built around official documents is completed by personal 

accounts and this record by one of Germany’s ablest commanders will appreciably 

add to the history of World War II. After describing the Polish campaign, he deals 
with Germany’s 1940 offensive in the West in which he exerted considerable 
influence. The main part of the book covers the Russian front, where he served from 

1941 to 1944 and rose to command an army group. His mastery of his profession is 

shown in the handling of armoured formations, in siege-warfare, and in fighting 

withdrawals against superior forces, although his strategic genius was hampered by 

Hitler. Written with military clarity and precision and containing much new 

information, the book is a full and factual account of striking importance.

THE ROYAL AUSTRALIAN NAVY, 1939-1942. G. Hermon Gill. 
Australian War Memorial (Canberra, Australia, and London), 30s.; 25s. 1957 : 1958.

One of the volumes of the official Australian war history, this is a well written 

account of the activities of the Royal Australian Navy during the carly years of 
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fighting. The Australian Navy operated as part of the British fleet, so much of the 
material throws light on the history of the British navy during the same period. 
All official sources have been consulted by the author, and, for the first time, many 
incidents, such as the sinking of the Sydney, are critically analysed. The book has 
been written for the general reader rather than the naval expert and is well illustrated 
with official photographs and maps. (940-545) 


SALT-WATER THIEF. E. O. Hauge. Translated from the Norwegian 

by Malcolm Munthe. Duckworth, 15s. 1958. 22 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 
Odd Starheim, a young Norwegian sailor, was buried unidentified in a Swedish grave 
in 1943. This book is the reconstructed story of his short and courageous life from 
the day Germany occupied Norway in 1940. After escaping to England and joining 
the Resistance, he returned to establish a network for importing arms. Picked up by 
the Gestapo for interrogation, he again escaped and conceived a daring plan for 
stealing a ship and sailing it to Aberdeen. The venture was successful and he returned 
to Norway only to lose his life in an attempt to capture a second vessel. It is a stirring 
story of a young determined patriot whose audacious bravery was an inspiration to 
an oppressed nation. (940-548) 


ACHILLES AND THE TORTOISE. An Eastern Aegean Exploit. 
John Lincoln. Heinemann, 18s. 1958. 20 cm. 262 pages. Maps. 
The author, a Guards officer, was posted to the Middle East in 1943 to be trained 
for the invasion of Greece. He took part in a mission to subvert enemy troops in the 
eastern Aegean and succeeded in arranging the surrender of an Italian garrison on 
Samos, later carrying on delicate negotiations with the local partisans while their 
compatriots were fighting British troops in Athens. Mr. Lincoln understands both 
the Greek character and the strange anomalies of political warfare. He writes with a 
quick wit and a light touch and reports very entertainingly one of the more curious 
diversions of the late war. (940-548) 


THE SECRET INVADERS. Bill Strutton and Michael Pearson. Hodder 
& Stoughton, 16s. 1958. 19-5 cm. 285 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 
Although not a history, this book covers the foundation and development during 
World War II of probably the most exacting and dangerous form of reconnaissance 
—Combined Operations Pilotage Parties, whose important task was to survey 
beaches on which landings were to be made. Extremely well told and made lighter 
by an injected love-interest, it begins with one man’s initiative in swimming to a 
hostile shore-line in the Mediterranean to check a chart discrepancy before the attack 
was launched. The method was officially adopted and the story of the training and 
operations of these gallant parties in all the major amphibious assaults of the war is 
one of tense excitement and silent courage. (940°548) 


Britain British Commonwealth 
THE BRITISH COMMONWEALTH, 10958. 2nd edition. Europa 
Publications, 120s. 1958. 25 cm. 974 pages. Map. Bibliography. Index. 

This is a complete revision of the 1956 edition. Opening with introductory essays 
on the evolution of the Commonwealth by Professor G. S$. Graham and on the 
Commonwealth Relations and Colonial Offices by Professor N. Mansergh, it goes 
on to a detailed survey of each of the constituent members of the Commonwealth 
beginning with the United Kingdom. There are summaries of the geography, 
history, economics and constitution of each country, followed by a directory of 
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newspapers, publishers, universities, schools, museums, librarics and other institutions. 
The relevant historical sections include accounts of the creation of independent Ghana 
and Malaya and of the newly-established Federation of the West Indies. (942) 


A HISTORY OF ESSEX with Maps and Pictures. A. C. Edwards. 
Cartography by P. S. Russell. Darwen Finlayson, 16s. 1958. 25 cm. 64 pages. 
Illustrations. Maps in colour. Index. 

This volume, in a new series of brief county histories, is designed for readers wishing 

to know how Essex folk were influenced by the main trends of English history. 

Short as the text is, the author has succeeded in bringing his own deep knowledge 

of the county records and his wide reading in the printed sources to provide a valuable 

and stimulating guide to the history of a county which has always shown lively 

reactions to the general trend of national events. (942) 


CONFESSIONS OF A EUROPEAN IN ENGLAND. J. H. Huizinga. 
Heinemann, 25s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 308 pages. 
Dutch by birth, Mr. Huizinga is a journalist who for many years has made his home 
in England, whose people he has studied with mingled affection and exasperation. 
His conclusions differ, in many ways, from those of previous observers from abroad. 
On the whole, he considers the English to be more hedonistic and less puritanical 
than might be supposed at first sight. He has some penetrating criticism to offer of 
English political attitudes, especially in foreign affairs. His book is lively, stimulating 
and individual. (942) 


THE INDEPENDENTS IN THE ENGLISH CIVIL WAR. George 
Yule. Melbourne University Press (Melbourne, Australia): Cambridge University 
Press (London), 21s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 164 pages. Bibliography. 

The men called Independents between 1640 and 1660 have always been a puzzle to 

wise historians, as an apparently distinct party about which no generalisation has 

ever held much water. Mr. Yule, too knowledgeable and honest to venture to 
propose new generalisations for old, has done a fine involved piece of work in laying 
bare the structure of this Independent party, and he has explained their politics and 
principles in a way that, if it is not at all simple, at least makes sense. In appendices 
he lists Independent M.Ps. and clergy, and attempts some statistical analysis. His 
book is a necessary addition to any historical library. (942-06) 


THE REASON WHY. Cecil Woodham-Smith. Reprint. Penguin Books, 
2s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 288 pages. Maps. Bibliography. Index. Paper covers. 
The Charge of the Light Brigade at Balaclava in 1855 is one of the most glorious and 
most inexplicable exploits in the annals of the British Army. Mrs. Woodham-Smith 
explains it by contrasting the personal histories of the two cavalry commanders 
immediately concerned, Lord Lucan and Lord Cardigan. Her survey goes back 
over two lifetimes to account for those fateful twenty minutes of the battle, but 
placed in this context the epic muddle becomes readily understandable. A completely 
absorbing book, whether considered as biography or military history. (942-08)

THE EVOLUTION OF INDIA. The Whidden Lectures, January, 1957. 
Vijaya Lakshmi Pandit. Oxford University Press, 6s. 1958. 19 cm. $6 pages. 

The Whidden lectures delivered in Canada by India’s High Commissioner in London 

present something of the background and character of India’s political and cultural 
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life. In the first lecture Mrs. Pandit reviews the historical process that has moulded 
Indian civilisation. The second describes the ambitious educational projects which 
the Indian Government has launched in a country industrially backward. The third 
discusses India’s five year plans and the country’s achievements up to date. To these 
lectures Mrs. Pandit brings her clarity of thought and human understanding, and 
running through them all can be discerned the powerful influence of Gandhi.

THE FALL OF THE SAFAVI DYNASTY AND THE AFGHAN 
Ceeure ron OF PERSIA. Laurence Lockhart. Cambridge University 
Press, 70s. 1958. 22 cm. $98 pages. Illustrations. Plans. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 
Behind the modern politica problems of the Middle East lies a deep background of 
history, much of it essential to an understanding of current events. Dr. Lockhart is 
already known to experts for his scholarly biography of Nadir Shah. In his new 
book he has embarked on a more ambitous task, a broad survey of Persian history 
in the early 18th century, a period he rightly describes as a most interesting but 
intensely tragic period. It is a story of steady decline due to weak and corrupt 
government, and a series of revolutions and wars. The activities of the English, 
Dutch, and French East India Companies in Persia are fully described, and there is 
much valuable information on the literary and other sources available for Persian 
history. This is a work of considerable research, a real contribution to the history of 


Persia. (955) 


Jordan 
JORDAN. Ann Dearden. Hale, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations. 
Map. Bibliography. Index. 

‘Al Urdon’, a sub-division of Syria in the Early Islamic Empire, enjoyed an entity 
through the centuries, and from this the late King Abdullah called his kingdom 
‘Jordan’. Apart from archaeological studies and stories of the Arab Legion, this is 
the first history of Jordan itself. Mrs. Dearden, who knows the country well, is an 
accomplished writer and an accurate observer; she covers the past to the near present, 
treating the recent history entirely from the Jordan standpoint, and adds important 
chapters on the frontier villages, the water supply and the social and economic 
problem. This book should be read by all interested in international affairs. The 
photographs are excellent. (956-95)

ADAMAWA PAST AND PRESENT. An Historical Approach to the 
Development of a Northern Cameroons Province. A. H. M. Kirk-Greene. Oxford 
University Press for the International African Institute, 35s. 1958. 22 cm. 240 pages. 
Maps. Bibliography. Index. 
Mr. Kirk-Greene, an officer of the Nigerian Administration stationed in Adamawa 
Province of Northern Nigeria, has rendered a real service to scholars concerned with 
the history of that area. He begins by giving us a general description of the province 
and continues with brief ethnographical sketches of the inhabitants. The bulk of the 
book is concerned with the history of the province, using both published and 
unpublished sources. While rather specialised for the average reader, the work should 
prove a stimulus and may even be useful as a model to scholars interested in the 
writing of the history of tropical areas. (966-9)

ORPHEUS IN AMERICA. Offenbach’s Diary of his Journey to the New 

World. Jacques Offenbach. Translated from the French by Lander MacClintock. 

Hamish Hamilton, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 144 pages. Drawings by Alajdlov. Bibliography. 
When Offenbach visited the United States in 1876, he kept a diary and wrote long 
letters to his wife. From these two sources he later compiled this brilliantly diverting 
book, now published in a new translation. Though it does not say quite as much as 
the music-lover would like about conditions of concerts and opera, chiefly in New 
York and Philadelphia, at that time, it is full of shrewd, vivid observations on the 
American way of living and thinking, which basically resemble those of today. 
The translation brings out the flavour of this period piece, a true complement to 
Offenbach’s music, which the Americans took to their hearts. (973°8) 


New Zealand 
THIS NEW ZEALAND. F. L. W. Wood. Hammond, Hammond, 21s. 
1958. 22 cm. 272 pages. Illustrations. Map. Bibliography. Index. 

This book was originally published during the war in the United States under the 
title Understanding New Zealand; there have been two New Zealand editions and for 
its first English publication it has been revised and expanded. The author is an 
Australian but he has lived in New Zealand for many years and his wide knowledge 
and sympathetic understanding of his adopted country make this an excellent book 
for the general reader wishing to learn more of a dominion which is too little known. 
Chapters are devoted to the history, administration, economic life, education and the 
arts and other aspects of New Zealand today. (993-1)

AUSTRALIAN HOPES AND FEARS. Colin Clark. Hollis & Carter, 
30s. 1958. 22 cm. 332 pages. Graphs. Map. Index. 
Mr. Clark, author of The Conditions of Economic Progress and other well-known 
economic works, and now Director of the Institute of Agricultural Economics at 
Oxford, was from 1938 to 1952 Economic Adviser to the Government of Queens- 
land. He is fully versed in Australian affairs, and his new book covers a wide field 
which includes the country’s history, constitution, politics, economic and social 
conditions, cultural life and religion. It is an admirably clear work for the reader 
wanting a one-volume conspectus of the country as a whole, and its thoughtful 
discussions of policy deserve full consideration from all concerned. (994)

General 

THE DELINQUENTS. Anthony Bloomfield. Hogarth Press, 15s. 1958. 

19 cm. 254 pages. 

Mr. Bloomfield’s second book does not quite match the accomplishment of his 
Russian Roulette, but it is still a novel well out of the common run. Strictly speaking 
the delinquents are two teen-age girls, but few of the characters in this run-down 
English seaside resort can claim high standards of integrity. The hero is a middle-aged 
civil servant, addicted to somewhat passive philandering, and the main plot follows 
his redemption by a girl whose father, outwardly orthodox, turns out to be the most 
deeply incriminated of all with the juvenile offenders. The author’s insight into the 
conflicts and sympathies which unite the older and younger generations is particularly 
impressive. 
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THE EIGHTH-BEST-DRESSED MAN IN THE WORLD. Keith 
Botsford. Hutchinson, 12s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 192 pages. 

Mr. Botsford’s novel presents a period portrait. Set in the 1930’s, its hero is a middle- 
aged Italian count: the younger son of a noble family, without expectations and 
unwilling to follow a profession, he has exploited his polish to win a precarious 
Hollywood success as the Great Gentleman of the screen. Himself an actor in the 
plot, the author exposes the Count’s pretensions and the hollowness of his marriage, 
but at the same time arouses our pity for the genuineness of the latter’s feelings. Mr. 
Botsford’s comedy is subtle and assured and his portrayal of the family intrigues 
surrounding the Count is particularly convincing. 


THE RETURN OF ANSEL GIBBS. Frederic Buechner. Chatto & 
Windus, 15s. 1958. 19 cm. 316 pages. 

A study of the tension created between a man’s personal values and the type of 
personality required for political office in America. Ansel Gibbs is a successful lawyer 
and well known liberal, called from retirement to join the Administration. His 
ability is unquestionable, but his resolve is weakened by failure to save a friend from 
suicide and by a partial estrangement from his daughter; these conflicts are brought 
to a head in a nation-wide television interview with a reactionary Senator. The 
hero’s portrait is solidly convincing but his milieu is shadowy and the story, told as 
it were continually in close-up, is thereby slowed down in pace. 


ROAD TO WITHIN. Ruth Chomut. MacGibbon & Kee, 15s. 1958. 
I9 cm. 200 pages. 

In this short narrative, which is evidently closely based on autobiography, a Jewish 
girl working as a model and saleswoman in London describes her decision to abandon 
a life which she found increasingly purposeless and join a communal farm in Israel. 
The conditions of life, the austerity of food and clothing, the hardships of the climate, 
the insecurity of the surroundings and, above all, the driving faith which keep the 
community going are all made extremely life-like. In conception the book is nearer 
to the documentary than the fictional and ends with an account of the 1956 Sinai 
campaign seen from the civilian point of view. 


LINDEMAN’S DAUGHTERS. Synnove Christensen. Translated from 
the Norwegian by Mervyn Savill. Barrie, 18s. 1958. 20 cm. 432 pages. 
This novel, set in 18th century Norway is the story of the elegant, dissolute, 
artistically-gifted Lindeman and his three daughters, but it is chiefly the saga of the 
eldest of these, who is sixteen when her well-born mother dies. She is obsessed by 
the thought of her father’s inability to provide for the family and buys security for 
all by marrying a rich but unattractive sea captain old enough to be her father. The 
story of her difficult childhood and unhappy marriage, the brief sudden joy of her 
subsequent love affair and its tragic ending, is well and movingly told. The historical 
background is convincingly handled and the translation very well done. 


THE CAVES OF NIGHT. John Christopher. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 13s.6d. 
1958. 19 cm. 224 pages. 

This exceptionally well-conceived novel tells of four English people and an Austrian 

Count who are trapped in some caves beneath a mountain in Austria. Led by the one 

member who is experienced in pot-holing, the party struggles through to freedom, 

though three people meet with disaster on the way. An exciting, fast-moving tale of 
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adventure, the story gains distinction from the sensitive drawing of the characters 
and from the starkly truthful presentation of their reactions when confronted with 
implacable necessity. 


NO BEDTIME STORY. Mary Crawford. Putnam, 12s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 
156 pages. 

A group of children suddenly caught up in a modern revolution provides Miss 
Crawford with the theme of this intensely moving short novel. The narrator, Jacko, 
is a small boy with a younger sister living in a provincial town, unspecified geo- 
graphically. The mother is killed in a street clash, the father disappears and the 
children join a group of adolescents engaged in the fighting. The terrors of air and 
tank bombardment, of hunger and flight from the enemy are both muted and made 
more poignant by the boy’s partial incomprehension. It is a terrible story told with 
striking sincerity and without any attempt to pile on horrors. 


THE BITTER GLASS. Eilis Dillon. Faber, 15s. 1958. 19 cm. 220 pages. 
This story is set in Ireland at the time of the troubles in 1922. Owing to the destruction 
of a bridge, some young people are isolated in a country house in Connemara. The 
group includes twin babies, who fall ill. Food runs short. Insurgents camp round the 
house and billet a wounded comrade in the attic. Struggling unaided with these 
difficulties, the young people come quickly to maturity. The author, well known as 
a writer of detective stories and children’s books, here enters a new field with marked 
success. 


THREE’S COMPANY. Alfred Duggan. Faber, 15s. 1958. 21 cm. 286 pages. 
The career of Aemilius Lepidus, the dimmest of the triumvirs who succeeded Julius 
Caesar, is the subject of this novel. Lepidus was a typical example of the patrician of 
his day, a relatively able administrator, marked out by birth for high office and well 
informed, through his connections, of what was going on, but far too mediocre as 
soldier or politician to compete effectively in the struggle for power. Mr. Duggan 
writes with a well-developed sense of period, and the story told through Lepidus’s 
mouth offers a new perspective both of the civil wars and of the leading actors in the 
tragedy of the Roman Republic. 


THE CLOCK OF TIME. Jack Finney. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 12s.6d. 1958. 
19 cm. 190 pages. 

Most of the stories in this collection are tales of escape from the present into the past 

or the future, one or two of them escape into the past that alters the trend of events 

for those living in it. Others show what a sense of magic can do to transform a person 

and one is a story of a man’s struggle to save his own life. It is an ingenious assortment 

that keeps attention riveted and provides both entertainment and some food for 


thought. 


HOW THE WORLD BEGAN. Philip Freund. Secker & Warburg, 215. 
1958. 20 cm. 372 pages. 

This is the third volume of Mr. Freund’s ambitious trilogy, The Volcano God. His 

group of industrious research-workers in the British Museum Reading Room are 

still exchanging conversations or monologues punctuated by the fall of bombs, (the 

period is 1941-2) and Titus McNair has now organised his vast work on mythology. 

Other episodes, love-affairs, attempted suicides occur, but are swept away on the 
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flood of conversation. This time it concerns creation myths, theories of cosmic 
disaster, the world’s end and the history of religions: some of it is fascinating, some 
mere paraphrase of books. There seems no special reason to stop at a trilogy. 


DEMIAN. Hermann Hesse. Translated from the German by W. J. Strachan. 
Peter Owen and Vision Press, 15s. 1958. 19 cm. 184 pages. 

In this introspective novel Hesse presents, in the character of Emil Sinclair, a self- 
analysis from childhood through adolescence. Demian is the youthful friend who 
teaches him to reconcile within himself the Godly and the satanic, the world of light 
and the world of darkness. There is a minimum of action, and a heavy symbolism 
is emphasised by means of numerous dreams. The personality of Sinclair is, in the 
outcome, not much less shadowy than those of the other characters, and this book, 
published in 1919, is of value not as a narrative but as a contribution to our under- 
standing of the mind of its author, winner of the Nobel Prize for Literature in 1946. 


THE SKIN IS DEEP. Hans Hofmeyr. Secker & Warburg, 16s. 1958. 20 cm. 
238 pages. 

he author has woven together the threads of individual and social tragedy in South 
Africa to make a moving story. His hero is a strong but simple-minded native of 
Nyasaland who comes to work in a Johannesburg mine. He builds up a happy 
marriage, but a series of misfortunes drives him from one employment to another, 
till he is finally killed defending his white employers in an agricultural riot. Violence 
dominates the plot and the characters are drawn in elementary strokes, but at this 
level Mr. Hofmeyr creates a sympathetic and convincing picture of the Africans, 
British and Boers who play the leading parts. 


THE LION AND THE ROSE. Jane Oliver. Collins, 15s. 1958. 20-5 cm. 
384 pages. Bibliography. 
An historical novel based on the events of the reign of Mary Queen of Scots (1561- 
1$68). The history is the story not the background of a fictional narrative, and the 
characters (of whom biographical notes are appended) are all historical. The author’s 
remarkable powers of characterisation make clear the personal ambitions, conflicting 
loyalties and motives which determine the ‘plot’ (Mary’s loss of the throne and flight 
to England). The re-examination of sinister episodes in the light of modern research 
is a welcome feature. This book has the essential of a good historical novel; it sends its 
readers to study the period. 


FUTURE TO LET. Jerzy Peterkiewicz. Heinemann, 15s.° 1958. 20 cm. 
230 pages. 

A strikingly original novel, written in contrasting keys, at once a love-story, a study 
of refugee attitudes and a political satire. A young Englishman returning to London 
to take over a derelict house falls in love with its Polish tenant, whose father, a veteran 
peasant leader, has just escaped to Britain. The author portrays Polish emigrés, 
Communists and fellow-travellers with a sympathy and an irony that are equally 
assured: the mood is mostly playful, but uncompromising on the subject of freedom 
and its various disguises. Mr. Peterkiewicz’s command of English lifts this novel 
quite out of the ordinary run. 


FANTASTIC MEMORIES. Maurice Sandoz. Guilford Press, 15s. 1958. 
22 cm. 176 pages. 

Seventeen gracefully fantastic tales, most of them with a hint, or more than a hint, 

of the supernatural, but none so gruesome as to cause a nightmare. A haunted bedroom 
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in a North African hotel, an album composed of tattoos made on human skin, a 
mysterious social call by St. Theresa and a Scottish island which does not like to be 
molested are among the themes. The author, a Swiss, is internationally known as a 
physicist and chemist. 


SEA NEVER DRY. Anthony Smith. Allen & Unwin, 15s. 1958. 22 cm. 
204 pages. 

This amusing novel is the story of a West African newspaper, the African Sun, whose 
editor Ugo utilises a gift from his uncle to develop its activities and expand its 
circulation. The author knows the field of African journalism from his work with the 
magazine Drum, and the account of the misadventures of Ugo and his colleagues is 
not only extremely entertaining but has a substratum of truth that gives this book a 
special interest. 


THE MOUNTAIN IS YOUNG. Han Suyin. Cape, 18s. 1958. 19°5 cm. 
578 pages. 

The scene of Han Suyin’s latest novel is set in Khatmandu. Into this picturesque 
valley Anne Ford arrives to take up a teaching appointment in a girls’ missionary 
school. Frigid and unsuccessful in marriage, she is transformed by an illicit love affair 
into a warm sensual being. The experience unleashes a new life of creative energy 
leading finally to fulfilment and deeper understanding of the significance of life. 
The story, packed with incident and complications, is well told and shows consider- 
able descriptive and narrative powers. Through its variety of characters, of all 
nationalities, the author expatiates with understanding and humour on a number of 
topics—sex, religion and philosophy. 


THE MAKIOKA SISTERS. JunichirS Tanizaki. Translated from the 
Japanese by Edward G. Seidensticker. Secker & Warburg, 21s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 
$40 pages. 

Tanizaki, at the age of 72, is the dean of Japanese novelists, and this is one of his major 

works. Written between 1943 and 1948, it ranks as the most important of the out- 

standing novels published in Japan since the war. In its detailed portrayal of a 

respectable merchant family in an industrial area, it could be compared with Arnold 

Bennett; and it is strongly reminiscent of Poe and Baudelaire in its fascination for 

the macabre. Yet its powerful undercurrent comes from the mainstream of Japanese 

tradition. This is 2 competent translation of a book recommended by the Japanese 

National Commission for Unesco as representative of Japanese culture and worthy 

of translation. 


THE MOONLIGHT JEWELLERS. Albert Vidalic. Translated from the 

French by John Petrie. Secker & Warburg, 13s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 190 pages. 
Written in the romantic vein of the late roth century, this French novel blends an 
arcadian love story with an adventure tale of highway robbery and violence. It opens 
with the murder of an itinerant trader and leads to a band of jewel thieves and 
criminals who roam the countryside in the post-Napoleonic period. One of them 
escapes sear by the aid of a young girl and they then hide together in the forests 
of the Orleanais for more than a year in idyllic isolation. An epilogue tells of subse- 
quent events, but the romantic mood is sustained throughout the book and intensified 
by the author’s enthusiasm for nature scenes which he describes in beautifully 
evocative language. 
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THE YOUNG CAESAR. Rex Warner. Collins, 16s. 1958. 20°5 cm. 
318 pages. Map. 

Mr. Warner calls his book a novel but it is really a tour de force of historical auto- 
biography. He pictures Caesar as setting down the story of his life down to his 
forty-fourth year. Little new material is introduced, but the author creates a portrait 
of astonishing solidity and depth, depicting Caesar as politician, lawyer, antiquary 
and lover of women, his military capacities being still untried. He achieves this by 
means of a feat of style, the recapturing of Caesar's idom in English, through which 
he can formulate with remarkable conviction Caesar's judgments on his con- 
temporaries and his insights into his own character. 


THE MERCENARIES. Jon Manchip White. John Long, 118.6d. 1958. 
19 cm. 192 pages. 

The qualities of dramatic presentation which have won Mr. White success as a 
radio and television playwright are wel] brought out in this his fifth novel, which 
has the additional merit of an original theme. The scene is set in the Argentine 
immediately after the fall of the Perén regime, when a Cabinet Minister hires two 
mercenaries, formerly enemies in the Second World War, to procure for him, his 
First Secretary and his mistress, the means of flight to Paraguay and to provide 
protection against his pursuers. In the swift-moving narrative suspense alternates 
with incident and the strangely assorted characters exercise a macabre fascination. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 
SOMEONE FROM THE PAST. Margot Bennett. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 
12s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 192 pages. 

Mrs. Bennett’s books have a distinctive flavour of originality and wit which the 
intelligent crime novel addict has come to appreciate. Here a young woman journalist 
is suspected of the murder of her best friend, a girl who has ascended through her 
relationships with four men to a promise of security. The book draws a convincing 
picture of the seedier side of London ‘Bohemian’ life, to which the crisp, character- 
revealing dialogue makes an indispensable contribution. 


A PENKNIFE IN MY HEART. Nicholas Blake. Collins, 12s.6d. 1958. 
19 cm. 192 pages. 

A casual encounter between two strangers results in a contract to murder two people 

—an awkward uncle and an unwanted wife—but one man’s conscience is too much 

for him and brings retribution to both. The author draws perceptive character studies 

of the two men, and their reactions ring true in a competently handled story whose 

issue is never in doubt. 


THE NAKED VILLANY. Jocelyn Davey. Chatto & Windus, 15s. 1958. 
20-5 cm. 254 pages. 

Engaged by a business tycoon to trace some of Bach’s missing manuscripts, that 
inimitable Oxford don, Ambrose Usher (who first made his appearance in The 
Undoubted Deed) finds h:mself deeply involved in other matters: a feud between two 
rich brothers, a biblical discovery, the disappearance of ‘a wagonload of monkeys’— 
and murder. This further erudite, urbane incursion into crime, with its excellent 
characterisation and gleeful sense of humour, will receive a warm welcome from the 
reader who likes something that challenges his mental alertness. 
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THE ENDLESS COLONNADE. Robert Harling. Chatto & Windus, 155. 
1958. 20 cm. 254 pages. 

A psychiatrist who has recently lost his wife is persuaded to join a friend in a tour of 
Palladian villas in Italy. Complications ensue when he falls in love with a charming 
Italian with an amatory past and is made the recipient of a secret from a physicist 
engaged in atomic research which brings danger and tragedy in its wake. The pace 
is slow for a ‘thriller’, but the characters, the atmosphere and the romance compensate 
for this by the keenness of perception and sympathy with which they are observed 
and recorded. 


VIOLENT CITY. John and Ward Hawkins. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 12s.6d. 
1958. 19 cm. 190 pages. 

Ed Morgan takes over as Chief of Police in the American town in which his father 

was murdered and at once begins a campaign to make it a ‘clean’ town. He meets 

with opposition from two quarters, one of them unexpected, but right added to 

might wins Morgan the victory, and a bride. This is a good action story in which 

economy of telling adds pace to the events and sharpness to the character drawing.

NEW GRUB STREET. George Gissing. Introduction by G. W. Stonier. 
Reprint. Oxford University Press, 9s.6d. 1958. 15°5 cm. 556 pages. (World’s 
Classics) 
Gissing’s novel of the trials and privations of the writer's life, much of it based on 
harsh experience, is a minor classic which has scarcely received the recognition it 
deserves, partly, perhaps, because of the difficulty of sustaining the subject's interest 
throughout such a long book. His story sets in sharp contrast the diverse types of 
talent which struggle for success in the literary sphere and pointedly illustrates how 
the world rewards them: in doing this it gives us a minutely detailed picture of the 
literary life of the 1880's at the level of the journalist and the publisher’s hack. 


A HERO OF OUR OWN TIMES. Mikhail Yurevich Lermontov. 
Translated from the Russian by Eden and Cedar Paul. Introduction by Sir Maurice 
Bowra. Reprint. Oxford University Press, 7s. 1958. 15-5 cm. 304 pages. (World’s 
Classics) 

A lyrical poet, strongly influenced by Byron, Lermontov died at twenty-se+ cn, 

killed in a duel like his predecessor Pushkin. A Hero is his best known work of fiction 

and consists of five stories grouped around the figure of Pechorin, a typically Byronic 
creation, physically strong and attractive, impulsive yet disillusioned, cynical yet 
capable of generosity. Most of the stories are romantic tales of action, set in the 

Caucasus: by far the most interesting is ‘Princess Mary’, which contains a full-length 

analysis of the hero’s character, and is to some extent a self-portrait of the author. 

The translation is excellent. 


THE CATCHER IN THE RYE. J. D. Salinger. Reprint. Penguin Books, 
2s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 220 pages. Paper covers. 

First published in 1951, this American novel about adolescence and its problems has 

since become famous as a characteristic portrayal of mid-twentieth century youth. 

A callow boy in his teens tells of his experiences at school and at home, his views on 

people, and his fumbling attempts to understand the adult world around him. 

Unwittingly he reveals all the pathetic arrogance and bewilderment of the adolescent 
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in an age of general insecurity and points an accusing finger at the moral instability 
of our time. This uncompromising and powerful book is an outstanding example of 
the trend toward extreme realism in contemporary American fiction. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 

Fiction 

PEPE MORENO AND THE ROLLER SKATES. Eric Allen. Faber, 

gs.6d. 1958. 21-5 cm. 60 pages. Illustrations by David Knight. 

Those who read Pepe Moreno will enjoy this new story of the little Spanish shoeblack, 
whose desire to skate brings trouble upon him and involves others in ignominious 
situations. Woven into the pattern of life in a little Spanish town, these humorous 
adventures of the irrepressible Pepe provide good entertainment for young children. 


TIM AND LUCY GO TO SEA. Edward Ardizzone. Oxford University 
Press, 108.6d. 1958. 26 cm. 48 pages. Illustrations in colour by the author. 

This is one of the early Tim books, now rewritten and redrawn, about Lucy, aged 
seven, Mr. Grimes, her rich kind guardian, Mrs. Smawley his housekeeper and, of 
course, Tim. Mr. Grimes buys a beautiful steam yacht and they all have a wonderful 
time at sea until they rescue some shipwrecked sailors who turn out to be mutineers 
and try to capture the yacht. This is a delightful little story, charmingly illustrated, 
which will appeal to most young children, and is well suited to being read aloud. 


HORSESHOES AND HANDLEBARS. M. E. Atkinson. Bodley Head, 

12s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations by Sheila Rose. 
This is a well told story of two girls and three boys, aged ten to seventeen, of their 
rivalry on holiday in the country and notably of a three-day cross-country trek by two 
parties to establish the better method of transport—horse or bicycle. En route, one of 
the horsewomen rides in an exciting Point-to-Point event, both sides have their 
triumphs and disasters and in a drawn contest end up better friends than when they 
started. 


CHINESE FAIRY TALES. Leslie Bonnet. Muller, 12s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 
208 pages. Illustrations by H. Toothill. 

The charm of the stories in this collection lies in their difference from the familiar 
European folk-tale pattern. Here are no fairy godmothers, cruel stepmothers, fortunate 
younger sons or beautiful but oppressed younger sisters. Instead there are Beings from 
the Heavens and the Underworld, ghosts of a surprisingly helpless and pathetic 
character, monsters at once fearsome and comical. One story, it is true, features a “cap 
of darkness’, but its possession brings misfortune instead of happiness. This is a book 
which grown-ups as well as children will enjoy. 


JUNGLE TRAP. Arthur Catherall. Dent, 12s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 160 pages. 
Illustrations by Paul Hogarth. 

A new book by a well-known writer of stories for boys. Gupta, a young Indian boy, 
was born on the edge of the jungle and knows its terrors well. Yet, when an English- 
man who has befriended him is wounded by treacherous servants who wish to leave 
him to die, he displays the utmost courage and resource in rescuing him and fetching 
help from a distant village. This is a really exciting book which is also, in its portrayal 
of loyalty and devotion, profoundly moving. 
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DOWN RIVER. Richard Church. Heinemann, 12s.6d. 1958. 21°5 cm. 
158 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by Laurence Irving. 
The fourth children’s book by the well-known poet and author, Richard Church, 
continues the story of the Tomahawk Club which started in The Cave. The boys 
return to the caverns where they had discovered the skeleton of a Roman soldier, in 
the hope of further archacological discovery. They encounter a rival group of 
explorers, and both teams find themselves at odds with a gang of criminals. This is an 
exciting story with a wealth of spelacological information cunningly woven into its 


background. 


GULLY OF GOLD. Mavis Thorpe Clark. Heinemann (Melbourne, Australia), 

148.6d, 1958. 21 cm. 204 pages. Illustrations by Anne Graham. 
Set against the background of the Victorian gold-diggings in 1851, this story combines 
adventure, mystery and realism for the young reader. Arriving in Australia with £19 
between them, the four Bennett children and a friend, Peter, settled in Melbourne 
to make their fortunes. Gold-rush fever soon impelled them to leave for the diggings 
where they experienced a variety of adventures and misfortunes which eventually led 
to the finding of a rich vein of gold. The people on the goldfields and the conditions 
under which they lived are vividly sketched, so that, beneath the excitement of the 
Bennett's story, the author has conveyed an authentic impression of the early gold-rush 
days. 


CLOVER. A sequel to “What Katy Did Next’. Susan Coolidge. Reprint. Blackie, 
5s. 1958. 19 cm. 256 pages. Frontispiece in colour by Margaret Weatherbee. 
(Blackie’s Library of Famous Books) 

Susan Coolidge, who died in 1905, is best remembered as the authoress of What Katy 

Did, a story of a 19th century American family which is an accepted children’s classic. 

Clover is about the same family. Katy appears as a bride at the beginning of the book, 

and her sister is engaged to be married in the last chapter. It is a simple story, told with 

the artless charm which made its predecessor so popular. Modern readers will enjoy 
the glimpses of early American railway travel and of pioneer days in the Colorado 
health resorts. 


JOANNA IN ADVERTISING. Stella Dawson. Chatto & Windus, 8s.6d. 

1958. 19 cm. 142 pages. Frontispiece. (Mary Dunn Career Novels) 
After a few years’ work in a department store, Joanna gets a job as a junior copywriter 
in a large London advertising agency. In due course she makes good and is promoted 
to more responsibility, by which time she has recovered from an abortive love affair 
and discovered the right man for her. The story draws an informative picture of the 
hectic world of advertising, what it requires from those who work in it, the rewards 
it offers in variety of interest, contacts and travel. Older girls should enjoy it either as 
an indication of a career or for its general interest, since few lives remain untouched 
by advertising. 


RANJIT OF THE CIRCUS RING. Ann Freeling. Hutchinson, 12s.6d. 
20 cm. 208 pages. Illustrations by Pat Marriott. 

Ranjit is the young son of a circus elephant trainer, and himself appears in an act 

with a trained chimpanzee. His greatest friend is a morose but good-hearted Russian 

lion-tamer. There are exciting incidents in his story: a lion escapes and kills a clown, 

and Ranjit is kidnapped and kept prisoner for a night by an elderly orang-outang of 
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uncertain temper; but the interest of the book lies less in its plot than in its picture of 
circus people and animals. These, with their loyalties and affections, their feuds and 
rivalries, are brought vividly to life. 


SECRET OF THE FOREST. Rosalie K. Fry. Hutchinson, 8s.6d. 1958. 
19 cm. 104 pages. Illustrations by the author. 

Katinka, the woodcutter’s daughter, has a little hut of her own in the forest where 
she looks after Jokle, the baby bear who never seems to grow any older. They have 
very happy times together, and Katinka is delighted when the birds build her a nest 
at the top of the tallest tree. Trouble comes when Jokle is stolen at the Gipsies’ Fair, 
and Katinka has to act quickly to rescue him. This is a charming story, attractively 
written and illustrated, which will bring much pleasure to younger children. 


OLD GREEK FAIRY TALES. Roger Lancelyn Green. Bell, 12s.6d. 1958. 

19 cm. 186 pages. Illustrations by Ernest H. Shepard. 
Greek legends as we know them belong to a firmly knit thoug,1 extremely elaborate 
mythological framework. The outlines of the stories are often similar to those of other 
countries, but the Greeks liked to think of their heroes and traditions as occupying 
a definite place in a genealogical system. Mr. Green has retold a number of the stories 
in an idiom much closer to the Western fairy-tale by substituting the generic term, 
the prince or the witch, for the mythological name. He has chosen his material 
ingeniously, including some little known myths and he writes with the true story- 
teller’s touch. 


EMILY AND THE HEADMISTRESS. Mary K. Harris. Faber, 12s.6d. 
1958. 20°5 cm. 160 pages. 

Emily is dismayed when she learns that, because her aunt is ill, she cannot go to her 
for the Easter holidays and must remain at school in the company of the headmistress. 
But the time proves unexpectedly enjoyable. Indeed, Emily finds it difficult to divorce 
herself from it when the new term begins, and gets into mischief. This is a perceptive 
study of a child of eight which enters easily into a little girl’s thoughts and feelings 
and should be enjoyed by many children. 


AS A MAY MORNING. Grace Allen Hogarth. Hamish Hamilton, 12s.6d. 
1958. 20 cm. 204 pages. 

Mrs. Hogarth, whose story of a lonely child in The Funny Guy many readers will 
remember, here turns her attention to the growing pains of adolescence. Jenny is in 
love with an American boy whom she sees and corresponds with rarely. The state of 
her emotions, and domestic demands upon her spare time play havoc with her studies 
and she fails in the examinations for the universities, but by this time she has arrived 
at some awareness of herself and what she really wants. Mrs. Hogarth has created a 
very real character in Jenny and shows both perception and understanding in her 
picture of a girl growing up. 


UNDERGROUND ALLEY. William Mayne. Oxford University Press, 
10s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 176 pages. Illustrations by Marcia Lane Foster. 

This story in some ways resembles the author’s A Grass Rope, which was awarded the 

1957 Carnegie Medal. Both plots turn on subterranean discovery, lost treasure and a 

centuries-old mystery. The setting this time is a Welsh town, whose annual celebra- 

tions are to be honoured by a royal visitor—the first since, five hundred years before, 

the citizens incurred royal displeasure when a king’s treasure and its military escort 
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vanished there. The accidental discovery by a young girl of a secret passage leads to 
the solution of the mystery, though it is the visiting prince himself who finds the 
missing gold. 


NEVER RUN FROM THE LION and Another Story. Antonia Ridge. 
Faber, 9s.6d. 1958. 21-5 cm. 68 pages. Illustrations by Barbara Freeman. 
Mrs. Ridge is a well known writer for children, and the two charmingly told Eastern 
folk-tales in her new book have both been heard as plays on the B.B.C.’s ‘Children’s 
Hour’. They have the same underlying theme, that of courage which conquers fear. 
In the first, a prince runs away from the lion which it is his duty to fight, only to mect 
more and more lions, till at last he turns and faces them all. In the second, a timid boy 
braves a succession of fierce animals in order to save the baby brother whom he loves. 


THE FUTURE TOOK US. David Severn. Bodley Head, 10s.6d. 1958. 

20 cm. 174 pages. Illustrations by Jillian Richards. 
Peter and Dick, summoned to the headmaster’s study for a painful interview, are 
saved at the crucial moment by a mysterious event. They are whisked into the future. 
They find themselves in the Britain of 3000 a.p. Devastated by a vast explosion a 
thousand years earlier it is inhabited by a primitive people speaking a language barely 
recognisable as English. They come into conflict with the Guardians of the walled 
city of Ondin (once London) who live in a stronghold beaneath the earth and get 
back to the present in the nick of time. Vivid, simply written and suitable for anybody 
over ten. 


JENNIE. J. B. Snell. Nelson, 8s.6d. 1958. 20-5 cm. 180 pages. Illustrations by 
G. K. Sewell. Map. (Mayfair Library) 

This is the life-story of a narrow gauge railway, built in 1876 to serve some Welsh 
slate-quarries and demolished in 1939; of Owen Roberts, who worked on it as a 
fifteen-year-old boy and died in the tragic accident with which its history ended; 
and of Jennie, the temperamental locomotive which only Owen really understood. 
It is a serious, rather sad, little story, full of nostalgia for the old days of small railways 
and other independent enterprises, but it should appeal strongly to all boys interested 
in railways and railway history. 


THE LAMBERTS CHOOSE THE LAW. Michael Thomas. Chatto & 

Windus, 8s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 142 pages. (Chatto Career Books for Boys) 
An interesting account, in its first stages against the background of a legal action, of the 
decision by two brothers to enter the law—one the barrister’s and the other the 
solicitor’s profession. The contrasting methods of professional training and qualifica- 
tion are outlined as well as the initial period of work, as a pupil in a barrister’s chambers, 
or as an articled clerk to a solicitor. Thisis a well informed guide to a career for children 
at school. 


Non-fiction 

BIRD STUDY IN A GARDEN. A Book for Bird Watchers. E. A. R. 
Ennion. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 32 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). 
Diagram and map in colour. Paper covers. (Puffin Picture Books) 

This is an excellent introduction for children between 7 and 10 years to the more 

serious and intensive side of bird watching. Dr. Ennion has blended by helpful text 

and pictures the identification of garden birds and the beginnings of life history 
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studies. Though based on the birds of a British garden, his account of how to attract 
and study the various species will apply anywhere. It will, indeed, bring children to 
realise that exciting things in natural history can take place on their own doorsteps. 


FUN WITH GEOMETRY. Mae and Ira Freeman. Edmund Ward, 10s.6d. 
1958. 25°5 cm. 62 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 

Some two dozen simple geometrical facts are described and illustrated by diagrams 

and good photographs. Topics dealt with include the straight line, triangle, circle, 

ellipse, parabola, helix, knots, polyhedra. These are generally related to some applica- 

tion or concrete exemplification. The book is beautifully produced and should have 

considerable value as a stimulus to children beginning school geometry. 


THE TRUE BOOK ABOUT NELSON. Richard Houghton. Muller, 
8s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 140 pages. Illustrations by De Marco. 

In ‘true books’ for the young a little of the truth has to be heightened in the interests 

of the picturesque. It is so here. Nelson, the hero of the Nile, Copenhagen and 

Trafalgar, is an admiral about whom it is impossible to be dull, and Mr. Houghton 

has made his life very vivid indeed. 


VENTRILOQUISM FOR BOYS AND GIRLS. A Complete Set of 
Lessons in the Art of Voice Magic. Douglas Houlden. Nicholas Kaye, 9s.6d. 1958. 
25°5 cm. 64 pages. Diagrams and photographs by the author. 

Mr. Houlden is a practising ventriloquist and he deals with his subject with professional 
thoroughness, despite the shortness of his book. He starts with breathing exercises and 
voice control, discusses among other things mimicry and script-writing, and ends with 
the manufacture and care of the ‘dummy’. He writes simply and clearly, and his 
instructions are always adequate and never over-claborate. The illustrations are care- 
fully chosen so as to illuminate each point discussed. 


MAN OF THE WHITE SOUTH. The Story of Captain Scott. Admiral 
Lord Mountevans. Nelson, 10s.6d. 1958. 24-5 cm. 88 pages. Illustrations (some in 
colour) by Robert Hodgson. (Nelson’s Picture Biographies) 

The author sailed twice to Antarctica to relieve Captain Scott and on the latter’s 1910 

expedition actually led the last supporting party to accompany him on his tragic 

journey to the Pole. He has not attempted a full biography, but his vivid, first-hand 
account of his own share in those exciting adventures at sea, on the ice and ashore, and 
his affectionate portrait of his leader provide a lively introduction for younger 
adolescent readers to the story of Antarctic exploration and of a very great Englishman. 
Robert Hodgson’s numerous attractive line drawings really do illustrate the text. 


EXPLORING AUSTRALIA. Eve Pownall. Methuen, 10s.6d. 1958. 21-5 cm. 
80 pages. Illustrations by Noela Young. Maps. Bibliography. Index. (Methuen’s 
Outlines) 

Like the other titles in this comprehensive and valuable series, this is intended as a 

reference book for older boys and girls. The style is serious and factual, with no 

‘writing down’ to youthful readers. Written by an Australian, with vigorous illustra- 

tions and clear sketch maps by another Australian, the book describes readably and 

in some detail (in spite of its brevity) the discovery of Australia by the Dutch at the 
turn of the 16th century and its step-by-step exploration since then, until the conquer- 

ing of the last corner in 1936. 
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GETTING TO KNOW MOUNTAINS. Showell Styles. Edited by Jack 

Cox. Newnes, 12s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. 
This book, intended for the older reader, is written by a professional climbing 
instructor, and edited by the Editor of the Boys’ Own Paper. It deals with mountain- 
walking, rock-climbing, snowcraft, and the use of the rope and other equipment, and 
is in fact a beginner’s guide to mountaineering. Favourite climbs in North Wales, the 
Lake District, and Scotland are described, and there are suggestions for tours in the 
Alps and the Pyrenees. The illustrations include valuable diagrams of climbing 
technique. 


ENGINES, ATOMS AND POWER. Amabel Williams-Ellis. Blackie, 
7s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 96 pages. Illustrations by Ferelith Eccles Williams. (Seekers and 
Finders) 

This is the latest addition to an informative series of books on science for children of 

ten upwards, and covers sources of power including atomic energy. Simple language, 

clever analogies and interesting illustrations combine to make an attractive presen- 
tation, and all children will appreciate the very practical suggestions for carrying out 
some simple experiments with readily obtainable materials. 


THE UNKNOWN OCEAN. Amabel Williams-Ellis. Blackie, 7s.6d. 1958. 
20 cm. 118 pages. Illustrations by Susan Williams-Ellis. (Seekers and Finders) 

Mrs. Amabel Williams-Ellis has again produced an intelligent and charming, as well 
as instructive, book for this series for children. It is about the ocean and its inhabitants, 
is well and attractively illustrated, and the information is pleasantly interspersed with 
anecdotes. A detailed and very clear explanation of the use and purpose of the aqua- 
lung, bathysphere and bathyscaphe is included. The book should make a strong appeal 
to the young reader eager for entertainment and the acquisition of knowledge. 


GEORGE AND ROBERT STEPHENSON. James A. Williamson. 
Black, 6s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 94 pages. Illustrations by Peter Dunbar. (Lives to 
Remember) 

George and Robert Stephenson, father and son, were Northumbrians of the most 

vigorous type. George Stephenson was self-educated, but was so outstanding an 

engineer that, in designing the famous Rocket locomotive and inventing improve- 
ments in permanent way, he set standards, in early railway days, which were respected 
all over the world. Robert, who had the benefit of good schooling, had much of his 
father’s skill, and became head of a famous and successful engineering firm. Their 
biographies are well told in this book, which should appeal to boys of 12-15.
